Ex Parte Communications 

In accordance with Pub. L. 94-409. 
commonly known as the •*Government in 
the 8unshine Act," certain amendments 
to the Administrative Procedure Act (5 
U.8.C. 557) will become effective on 
March 12. 1977. In part, these amend¬ 
ments establish additional restrictions 
with respect to ex parte communications 
In certain proceedings of Government 
agencies. 

To implement such amendments to 
the Administrative Procedure Act, no¬ 
tice Is hereby given that the subpart of 
the Agricultural Marketing Service’s 
General Regulations <7 CPR Part 900) 
titled "Rules of Practice and Procedure 
Governing Proceedings to Formulate 
Marketing Agreements and Marketing 
Orders" Is hereby amended by revising

fa) At no stage of the proceeding fol¬ 
lowing the Issuance of a notice of hear¬ 
ing and prior to the Issuance of the Sec¬ 
retary's decision therein shall an em¬ 
ployee of the Department who is or may 
reasonably be expected to be involved in 
the decisional process of the proceed¬ 
ing discuss ex parte the merits of the 
proceeding with any person having an 
interest in the proceeding or with any 
representative of such person: Provided.

That 
an employee of the Department who is or 
may reasonably be expected to be in¬ 
volved in the decisional process of the 
proceeding may discuss the merits of the 
proceeding with such a person if all par¬ 
ties known to be Interested in the pro¬ 
ceeding have been given notice and nn 
opportunity to participate.

fl) All such written communications;

<3) All written responses, and memo¬ 
randa stating the substance of all oral 
responses thereto. 

fd) Upon receipt of a communication 
knowingly made or knowingly caused to 
be made by a party in violation of this 
section, the Department may. to the ex¬ 
tent consistent with the interest of Jus¬ 
tice and the policy of the underlying 
statute, take whatever steps are deemed 
necessary to nullify the effect of such 
communication.

Requirements for the Physical Protection 
of Nuclear Power Reactors 

On November 13. 1974. the Atomic 
Energy Commission published in the 
Federal Register (39 FR 40038) pro- 
pos ed a mendments to its regulations In 
10 CFR Part 73. "Physical Protection of 
Plants and Materials," which, in the in¬ 
terest of the common defense and secu¬ 
rity and the public health and safety, 
would Identify measures to be taken for 
the protection of nuclear power reactors 
against industrial sabotage. 

Interested parties were invited to sub¬ 
mit comments and suggestions in con¬ 
nection with the proposed amendments 
within 60 days after publication in the 
Federal Register. Upon consideration of 
the comments received, and other factors 
involved, the Nuclear Regulatory Com¬ 
mission has adopted the proposed 
amendments, with certain modifications 
as set forth below. 

Significant differences from the pro¬ 
posed amendments published for com¬ 
ments are: (1) Addition of a general 
performance requirement; (2) clarifica¬ 
tion of the requirements for multiunit 
sites: (3) clarifying the number and re¬ 
sponse requirements of onsite security 
personnel; (4) rewording of the require¬ 
ment to have a security supervisor on 
shift at all times; (5) specification of 
the level of illumination to be provided 
for monitoring and observation require¬ 
ments: (6) replacement of the term 
"bullet penetration resistance" with a 
new term "bullet-resisting"; (7) changes 
to permit off loading of cargo inside of 
the protected area: (8) a change to re¬ 
quire escort for all vehicles in the pro¬ 
tected area, except designated licensee 
vehicles, instead of requiring cleared 
drivers or licensee employee drivers; (9) 
a change to permit certain Commission 
approved delivery and inspection activi¬ 
ties to be carried out in protected or vital 
areas; (10) deletion of the requirement 
for additional barriers to obstruct ready 
access to vital areas; (11) changes to 
permit additional licensee vehicles nec¬ 
essary to the conduct of the official plant 
functions into the protected area; (12) 
an addition to require upon termination 


of employment of any employee that cer¬ 
tain keys, locks, combinations, and other 
related equipment be changed; (13) 
changes to require the implementation 
of the new rules on a graded basis: and 
< 14 j changes in the protected area access 
control provision to delete the require¬ 
ment for progression of search functions 
and to define physical protection in 
terms of a bullet-resisting structure. 
Editorial changes also were made, as ap¬ 
propriate. This includes eliminating an 
obsolete provision In 4 50.54. In addition. 
4 73.55 (b)(2). (b)(3).and (b)(4) (phys¬ 
ical barriers) and 4 73.55 (c)(3) and 
(c)(8) (access requirements) have been 
clarified and reorganized into 4 73.55 
(0(2). (c)(3), (c)(4). (c)(5) and <d) 
(3). (d)(4). respectively. 

The following discussion pertains to 
items (1> through ' 14> above: 

(I) Although performance objectives 
were considered in the development of 
the proposed rule, the rule itself did not 
specify the level of performance that the 
physical protection system and security 
organization are to achieve. Many of the 
comments Indicated that inclusion of a 
general performance requirement would 
aid In the implementation of the rule 
and more explicitly indicate the level of 
protection required. A paragraph has 
been added to the amendment which ad¬ 
dresses these general performance re¬ 
quirements for the physical protection 
system and the security organization. On 
the basis of Intelligence and other rele¬ 
vant Information available to the NRC 
there are no known groups In this coun¬ 
try having the combination of motiva¬ 
tion, skilL and resources to attack either 
a fuel facility or a nuclear power re¬ 
actor. In addition, studies have indicated 
that the generic characteristics (i.e.. the 
"defense-in-depth" concept of reactor 
plant design) of commercial power re¬ 
actors make the releasing of radioactiv¬ 
ity by acts of sabotage difficult. Further¬ 
more, the potential consequences of a 
reactor sabotage are judged to be less 
than the extreme consequences which 
could be associated with the successful 
detonation of an illicit nuclear explosive 
device. Having considered these factors, 
tiie Commission lias concluded that the 
level of protection specified in 4 73.55 Is 
adequate and prudent at this time The 
kind and degree of threat and the vul¬ 
nerabilities to such threats will continue 
to be reviewed by the Commission. 
Should such reviews show changes that 
would dictate different levels of protec¬ 
tion. the Commission would consider 
changes to meet the changed conditions. 

Compliance with the detailed require¬ 
ments should essentially satisfy the gen¬ 
eral performance requirements stated 
in the rule in 4 73.55(a). However, there 
may be instances for some plants where 
additional requirements will have to be 
Imposed so that the general performance 
requirements can be met. In these cases, 
such requirements will be specified by the 
Commission's staff. In any event all li¬ 
censees subject to the rule must comply 
with the general performance requlre- 
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mcnts. Nothing herein should be con¬ 
strued as precluding licensees from pro¬ 
viding the Commission's stall with 
suggested other equivalent detailed 
measures that the licensee determines to 
be necessary to meet the general per¬ 
formance requirements. 

It also should be noted that to reduce 
the vulnerability of operating facilities 
from the threat of an insider, the Com¬ 
mission is considering a program to re¬ 
quire personnel security clearances for 
individuals employed in sensitive work 
activities who have access to or control 
over special nuclear material. However, 
applicants and licensees should continue 
to use the employee screening guidance 
from the American National Standard. 
ANSI N18.17, "IndiKtrlol Security for 
Nuclear Power Plants." Should the con¬ 
tinuing review of such internal threats 
by the Commission show changes that 
would dictate different levels of protec¬ 
tion. future changes to meet these new 
conditions would be forthcoming. 

12) In adopting these amendments 
the Commission considered the special 
case of the physical security Interfaces 
of an operating reactor on a site at 
which another reactor is under construc¬ 
tion. Specifically, consideration was 
given to the need for special access pro¬ 
cedures, barriers, or guards at the se¬ 
curity boundaries common to the two 
units. It was determined that these 
amendments require a level of protec¬ 
tion along a protected area boundary, 
i e., monitored physical barriers, isola¬ 
tion zones, and surveillance, which Is 
independent of the activity outside or 
instde the protected area. While the 
specific protective measures will vary 
according to whAt is adjacent to a pro¬ 
tected area boundary, e.g., a river, a 
parking lot, or a reactor under construc¬ 
tion. the level of protection .and its 
functional requirements will not vary. 
However, to clarify the requirements on 
these and other special cases of physical 
security interfaces of operating power 
reactors, a specific mention is made of 
the case of adjacent reactor facilities. 

<3> Guard force duties have been the 
subject of review by the Commission in 
connection with fuel cycle facilities. A 
specification of those duties, appropriate 
to licensed power reactors, has been in¬ 
cluded in 5 73.55<h> (3>.* 

In addition, minimum and nominal 
numbers of armed response personnel 
have been specified in « 73.55<hM2>. The 
number of such armed response person¬ 
nel required at a given facility could be 
more or less than the nominal number

<d) Individual site considerations, in¬ 
cluding size, topography, configuration, 
geography, weather, and number of nu¬ 
clear power plant unite. 

(e) Location and reliability of initial 
detection devices. 

(f) Consideration of Local Law En¬ 
forcement Agencies response. 

(g) Vital area hardening, including 
plant design, location of and access con¬ 
trol to vital areas. 

(h) Design and construction of pro¬ 
tected area barriers. 

(I ) Redundancy of security systems. 

(J) Initial clearance and continuing 
reliability assessment of personnel. 

(k) Security and contingency proce¬ 
dures. 

It also should be noted that, to increase 
the effectiveness of security organiza¬ 
tions. the Commission is considering a 
regulation concerning guards and other 
security personnel qualifications and 
training. The regulation co uld take the 
for of an amendment to 10 CFR Part 73 
and Include performance criteria for use 
by licensees in developing and applying 
detailed personnel qualifications, basic 
training, and tactical training plans to 
be used in conjunction with security 
plans. 

(4) The proposed rule would have re¬ 
quired that a supervisor of the security 
organization be onsite at all times. Com¬ 
ments indicated that the responsibility 
of the security supervisor had been con¬ 
fused with that of the shift supervisor. 
To clarify its intent, the rule set forth 
below was reworded to require that one 
full time member of the security organi¬ 
zation who Is authorized to direct the ac¬ 
tivities of all other members of the secu¬ 
rity organization be onsite at all times. 

(5) The proposed rule did not specify 
a level of illumination. Comments indi¬ 
cated that a level of illumination should 
be specified. The rule set forth below 
specifies a level of illumination which is 
sufficient for the monitoring and observa¬ 
tion requirements. 

(6) The proposed rule used the term 
"bullet penetration resistance." Com¬ 
ments indicated a need for a clear mean¬ 
ing. Since the meaning of "bullet pene¬ 
tration resistance" was covered in the 
term "bullet-resisting" defined and used 
by the Underwriters’ Laboratories <UL) 
Standard UL-752. the rule set forth below 
was changed to use the term "bullet- 
resisting" and a new definition has been 
added In i 73.2 to correspond to the defi¬ 
nition of "bullet-restating" used by the 
Standard UD-752. 

<7) The proposed rule would have re¬ 
quired that cargo be off loaded outside 
the protected area. On the basis of pub¬ 
lic comments, it was determined that off 


loading outside the protected area may 
not be cost effective. The rule set forth 
below provides for off loading inside the 
protected area under appropriate secu¬ 
rity conditions and, to the extent prac¬ 
ticable. at a specifically designated mate¬ 
rials receiving area that ta not adjacent 
to a vital area. 

(8) The proposed rule would have re¬ 
quired that cither the driver of a vehi¬ 
cle permitted access into the protected 
area possess an AEC personnel security 
clearance, or the vehicle be driven by an 
employee of the licensee while in the pro¬ 
tected area. Based upon the comments 
received and the attendant Increase in 
traffic that would result from Item (7) 
above, regarding off loading, the rule has 
been revised to require that all vehicle*, 
except designated licensee vehicles, re¬ 
quiring entry Into the protected area 
shall be escorted by a member of the 
security organization while within the 
protected area. 

(9) The proposed rule would have re¬ 
quired that all packages be searched prior 
to entry into the protected area. The rule 
set forth below has been changed to per¬ 
mit certain Commission approved deliv¬ 
ery and Inspection activities to be con¬ 
ducted within protected or vital areas for 
reasons of safety, security or operational 
necessity. 

(10) The proposed rule would have 
required appropriate barriers to obstruct 
ready access to vital areas by ground 
vehicles. The Commission has decided 
on the basis of studies in progress that 
this proposed provision as it applies to 
vehicles should not be included in the 
regulations at this time. This proposed 
amendment has been deleted from the 
rule set forth below, although physical 
barriers are required for protection 
against attempts at unauthorized access 
of the character described in the general 
performance requirements. 

ai) The proposed rule would have 
limited the Admission of vehicles de¬ 
signed primarily for carrying passengers 
within the protected area to only those 
designated as emergency or security ve¬ 
hicles except under emergency condi¬ 
tions. Based on comments received the 
Commission has concluded that addi¬ 
tional transportation, other than for 
emergency and security purposes, ta re¬ 
quired to perform necessary plant func¬ 
tions. Therefore, the rule set forth below 
has been modified to permit designated 
licensee vehicles necessary to perform 
official plant functions within the pro¬ 
tected area but with certain necessary 
controls. 

< 12) The proposed amendments speci¬ 
fied that locks, keys, combinations, and 
other related equipment used to control 
access to protected and vital areas be 
controlled to reduce the probability of 
compromise and be changed whenever 
there is evidence that they may have been 
compromised. An additional requirement 
to change upon termination of employ¬ 
ment of any employee, keys, locks, com¬ 
binations, and related equipment to 
which that employee has access, has 
been included. 
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(13) The proposed amendments speci¬ 
fied that the new rules be Implemented 
by licensees by 180 days from the date 
of Commission approval of the physical 
security plan. Comments received showed 
a need for additional time for implemen¬ 
tation of certain features. It appears that 
additional time could be provided for 
compliance with some features of the 
rule without prejudice to the public 
health and safety and common defense 
and security. Other features can be more 
promptly implemented. The Commission 
has therefore concluded that a graded 
program for Implementation Is desirable. 
The rule has been changed to permit 
additional time for construction and In¬ 
stallation requirements and to require 
the procedural aspects in the organiza¬ 
tion, access, communications, and re¬ 
sponse provisions to be implemented by 
May 25. 1977. 

(14) The proposed amendments would 
have required that access control to the 
protected area proceed progressively 
from the detection of firearms and ex¬ 
plosives to Identification and admission, 
that the function for the detection of 
firearms and explosives be physically 
separate from the function of identifica¬ 
tion. and that individuals performing the 
identification and controlling admittance 
be housed In a structure capable of pro¬ 
viding physical protection to the occu¬ 
pants to assure their ability to respond 
and summon assistance. On further con¬ 
sideration. these provisions appear to be 
unduly restrictive. The important factor 
in preventing a compromise of such an 
access control function is to protect the 
ability of the guards to respond and to 
summon assistance. Accordingly, the 
progression and physical separation pro¬ 
visions discussed above have been deleted 
from the amendments and a requirement 
added for Isolation of the individualist 
responsible for the last access control 
function within a bullet-resisting struc¬ 
ture to assure his ability to respond and 
communicate. 

Pursuant to the Atomic Energy Act 
of 1954. os amended, the Energy Reorga¬ 
nization Act of 1974. and Section 552 
and 553 of title 5 of the United States 
Code, the following amendments to Title 
10. Chapter I. Code of Federal Regula¬ 
tions. Part 73 are published as a docu¬ 
ment subject to codification.

A licensee desiring to make such 
a change shall submit an application for 
an amendment to his license pursuant 
to | 50 90. The licensee shall maintain 
records of changes to the plan made 
without prior Commission approval for 
a period of two years from the date of 
the change, and shall furnish to the 
Director of Nuclear Reactor Regulation.

Each licensee who ls authorized on 
February 24. 1977. to operate a nuclear 
power reactor pursuant to Part 50 of this 


chapter shall comply with the require¬ 
ments of paragraphs <b), (d>, (f). (g), 
and (h) of this section, except for any 
requirement involving construction and 
installation of equipment not already In 
place expressed in paragraphs (d)(1). 
(d)(7), (d)(8), (f)(3) and (h)(4)), by 
May 25. 1977. The licensee shall submit 
by May 25. 1977, an amended physical 
security plan describing how the licensee 
will comply with all of the requirements 
of this section including schedules of Im¬ 
plementation. The licensee shall Imple¬ 
ment his plan and comply with all of 
the provisions of this section as soon as 
practicable after NRR approval of his 
plan but no later than August 24, 1978. 
Each applicant for a license to operate 
a nuclear power reactor pursuant to Part 
50 of this chapter whose application was 
submitted prior to February 24, 1977 
shall submit by May 25.

Each 
applicant for a license to operate a nu¬ 
clear power reactor pursuant to Part 50 
of this chapter whose application is sub¬ 
mitted after February 24. 1977, shall In¬ 
clude in the physical security plan re¬ 
quired by f 50.34(c) the Information 
Identified tn paragraphs (a) through (h> 
of this section and If such applicant re¬ 
ceives an operating license, shall comply 
with the provisions of this section on re¬ 
ceipt of the operating license. 

(a) General performance require¬ 
ments. The licensee shall establish and 
maintain an onsite physical protection 
system and security organization which 
will provide protection with high assur¬ 
ance against successful industrial sabo¬ 
tage by both of the following: 

(1) A determined violent external as¬ 
sault, attack by stealth, or deceptive ac¬ 
tions, of several persons with the 
following attributes, assistance and 
equipment: (1) Well-trained (including 
military training and skills) and dedi¬ 
cated Individuals. (11) Inside assistance 
which may include a knowledgeable in¬ 
dividual who attempts to participate In 
both a passive role (e.g., provide infor¬ 
mation) and an active role (eg, fa¬ 
cilitate entrance and exit, disable alarms 
and communications, participate in vio¬ 
lent attack), (ill) suitable weapons, up 
to and including hand-held automatic 
weapons, equipped with silencers and 
having effective long range accuracy, 
(iv) hand-carried equipment, Including 
Incapacitating agents and explosives for 
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use as tools of entry or otherwise de¬ 
stroying the reactor integrity, and 

(2) An Internal threat of an insider, 
including an employee fin any position). 

In meeting these general pcrforcance 
requirements, the onsite physical protec¬ 
tion system and security organization 
shall include, but not necessarily be lim¬ 
ited to. the capabilities to meet the spe¬ 
cific requirements contained In para¬ 
graphs (b) through (h) of this section. 
The Commission may authorize an appli¬ 
cant or licensee to provide measures for 
protection against industrial sabotage 
other than those required by this sec¬ 
tion if the applicant or licensee demon¬ 
strates that the overall level of system 
performance provides protection against 
industrial sabotage equivalent to that 
which would be provided by paragraphs 
(b)-(h) of this section and meets the 
general performance requirements of 
paragraph (a) of this section. Specifi¬ 
cally. in the special cases of licensed op¬ 
erating reactors with adjacent reactor 
power plants under construction, the li¬ 
censee shall provide and maintain a level 
of physical protection of the operating 
reactor against industrial sabotage 
equivalent to the requirements of this 
section. 

<b> Physical security organization. 

(1) The licensee shall establish a secu¬ 
rity organization. Including guards, to 
protect his facility against industrial 
sabotage. 

(2> At least one full time member of 
tile security organization who has the 
authority to direct the physical security 
activities of the security organization 
shall be onsite at all times. 

(3) The licensee shall establish, main¬ 
tain and follow written security pro¬ 
cedures which document the structure 
of the security organization and which 
detail the duties of guards, watchmen, 
and other individuals responsible for 
security. 

<4) The licensee shall not permit an 
Individual to act as a guard, watchman 
or armed response individual unless such 
individual has been properly trained and 
qualified and has demonstrated: (!) An 
understanding of the licensee's security 
procedures, and 01) the abUlty to exe¬ 
cute all duties required of him by such 
procedures. Each guard, watchman, and 
armed response individual shall be re- 
quallfled at least annually. Such re- 
quallficatlon shall be documented. 

(c> Physical barriers . (1) The licensee 
shall locate vital equipment only within 
a vital area, which In turn, shall be lo¬ 
cated within a protected area such that 
access to vital equipment requires pas¬ 
sage tlirough at least two physical bar¬ 
riers of sufficient strength to meet the 
performance requirements of paragraph 
(a) of this section. More than one vital 
area may be located within a single pro¬ 
tected area. 

(2) The physical barriers at the 
perimeter of the protected area shall be 
separated from any other barrier des¬ 
ignated as a physical barrier for a vital 
Area within the protected area. 

(3) Isolation zones shall be main¬ 
tained in outdoor areas adjacent to the 


physical barrier at the perimeter of the 
protected area and shall be of sufficient 
size to permit observation of the activi¬ 
ties of people on either side of that bar¬ 
rier In the event of its penetration. If 
parking facilities arc provided for em¬ 
ployees or visitors, they shall be located 
putside the isolation zone and exterior to 
the protected area barrier. 

(4) Detection of penetration or at¬ 
tempted penetration of the protected 
area or the isolation zone adjacent to the 
protected area barrier shall assure that 
adequate response by the security or¬ 
ganization can be initiated. All exterior 
areas within the protected area shall be 
periodically checked to detect the pres¬ 
ence of unauthorized persons, vehicles, 
or materials. 

(5) Isolation zones and &U exterior 
areas within the protected area shall be 
provided with illumination sufficient for 
the monitoring and observation require¬ 
ments of paragraphs (c) (3), (c) (4), and 
(h) (4) of this section, but not less than 
0.2 footcandlc measured horizontally at 
ground level. 

<6> The walls, doors, ceiling, floor, and 
any windows in the walls and In the 
doors of the reactor control room shall 
be bullet-resisting. 

(d) Access requirements . <1) The li¬ 
censee shall control all points of per¬ 
sonnel and vehicle access into a pro¬ 
tected area. Identification and search 
of all Individuals shall be made and au¬ 
thorization shall be checked at such 
points. The search function for detection 
of firearms, explosives, and incendiary 
devices shall be conducted either by a 
physical search or by use of equipment 
capable of detecting such devices. The 
Individual responsible for the last access 
control function (controlling admission 
to the protected area) shall be isolated 
within a bullet-resisting structure as 
described in paragraph (c)(6) of this 
section to assure their ability to respond 
or to summon assistance. 

(2) At the point of personnel and 
vehicle access Into a protected area, all 
hand-carried packages shall be searched 
for devices such as firearms, explosives, 
and Incendiary devices, or other items 
which could be used for industrial 
sabotage. 

<3> All packages and material for de¬ 
livery into the protected area shall be 
checked for proper identification and au¬ 
thorization and searched for devices such 
as firearms, explosives and incendiary 
devices or other items which could be 
used for industrial sabotage, prior to ad¬ 
mittance into the protected area, except 
those Commission approved delivery and 
inspection activities specifically desig¬ 
nated by the licensee to be carried out 
within vital or protected areas for 
reasons of safety, security or operational 
necessity. 

(4) All vehicles, except under emer¬ 
gency conditions, shall be searched Tor 
items which could be used for sabotage 
purposes prior to entry into the protected 
area. Vehicle areas to be searched shall 
include the cab, engine compartment, 
undercarriage, and cargo area. All 
vehicles, except designated licensee 
vehicles, requiring entry into the pro¬ 


tected area shall be escorted by a member 
of the security organization whUe within 
the protected area and, to the extent 
practicable, shall be off loaded In the 
protected area at a specific designated 
materials receiving area that is not 
adjacent to a vital area. Designated 
licensee vehicles shall be limited in their 
use to onsite plant functions and shall 
remain in the protected area except for 
operational, maintenance, repair secu¬ 
rity and emergency purposes. The li¬ 
censee shall exercise positive control over 
ail such designated vehicles to assure 
that they arc used only by authorized 
persons and for authorized purposes. 

(5) A numbered picture badge identi¬ 
fication system shall be used for all 
individuals who are authorized access to 
protected areas without escort. An in¬ 
dividual not employed by the licensee but 
who requires frequent and extended 
access to protected and vital areas may 
be authorized access to such areas with¬ 
out escort provided that he receives a 
picture badge upon entrance into the 
protected area which must be returned 
upon exit from the protected area and 
which Indicates <i) Non-employee-no 
escort required: <ii> areas to which ac¬ 
cess is authorized and (ill) the period for 
which access has been authorized. 
Badges shall be displayed by all individ¬ 
uals while inside the protected area. 

(6) Individuals not authorized by the 
licensee to enter protected areas without 
escort shell be escorted by a watchman, 
or other individual designated by the 
licensee, while in a protected area and 
shall be bodged to indicate that an escort 
is required. In addition, each such in¬ 
dividual shall be required to register his 
name. date. time, purpose of visit and 
employment affiliation, citizenship, and 
name of the individual to be visited. 

(7) The licensee shall positively con¬ 
trol all points of personnel and vehicle 
access into vital areas. Access to vital 
areas shall be limited to individuals who 
are authorized access to vital equipment 
and who require such access to perform 
their duties. Authorization for such in¬ 
dividuals shall be provided by the Issu¬ 
ance of specially coded numbered badges 
indicating vital areas to which access is 
authorized. Access to vital areas for the 
purpose of general familiarization and 
other non-work-related activities shall 
not be authorized except for good cause 
shown to the licensee. Unoccupied vital 
areas shall be locked and protected by 
an active intrusion alarm system. 

<8) Access to the reactor containment 
shall be through doors or hatches which 
shall be alarmed and have locks of sub¬ 
stantial construction to offer penetra¬ 
tion resistance and Impede both surrepti¬ 
tious and forced entry. Any time fre¬ 
quent access Is permitted to containment 
such as during refueling or major main¬ 
tenance. positive access control to assure 
that only authorized personnel and ma¬ 
terials are permitted into the contain¬ 
ment shall be exercised by the licensee, 
with a guard or watchman. 

(9> All keys, locks, combinations, and 
related equipment used to control access 
to protected and vital areas shall be con¬ 
trolled to reduce the probability of com- 
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promise. Whenever there is evidence that 
any key. lock, combination, or related 
equipment may have been compromised 
it shall be changed. Upon termination of 
employment of any employee, keys, locks, 
combinations, and related equipment to 
which that employee had access, shah be 
changed. 

<c) Detection aids. <1> All alarms re¬ 
quired pursuant to this part shah an¬ 
nunciate in a continuously manned cen¬ 
tral alarm station located within the 
protected area and in at least one other 
continuously manned station, not neces¬ 
sarily onsite, such that a single act can¬ 
not remove the capability of calling for 
assistance or otherwise responding to an 
alarm. The onsite central alarm station 
shall be considered a vital area and its 
walls, doors, ceiling, floor, and any win¬ 
dows in the walls and in the doors shall 
be bullet-resisting. The onsite central 
alarm station shall be located within a 
building such that the interior of the cen¬ 
tral alarm station is not visible from the 
perimeter of the protected area. This sta¬ 
tion shall not contain any operational 
activities that would Interfere with the 
execution of the alarm response func¬ 
tion. 

<2) Ah alarm devices including trans¬ 
mission lines to annunciators shall be 
tamper indicating and self-checking e g., 
an automatic Indication is provided when 
failure of the alarm system or a com¬ 
ponent occurs, or when the system is on 
standby power. The annunciation of an 
alarm at the alarm stations shall indi¬ 
cate the type of alarm <e.g., intrusion 
alarm, emergency exit alarm, etc.) and 
location. 

<3> All emergency exits In each pro¬ 
tected area and each vital area shall be 
alarmed. 

(f ) Communication requirements. (1) 
Each guard, watchman or armed re¬ 
sponse individual on duty shall be cap¬ 
able of maintaining continuous com¬ 
munication with an individual in each 
continuously manned alarm station re¬ 
quired by paragraph (e)(1) of this sec¬ 
tion. who shall be capable of calling for 
assistance from other guards, watch¬ 
men, and armed response personnel and 
from local law enforcement authorities. 

(2) The alarm stations required by 
paragraph (c)(1) of this section shall 
have conventional telephone service for 
communication with the law enforce¬ 
ment authorities as described in para¬ 
graph (f) (1) of this section. 

(3) To provide the capability of con¬ 
tinuous communication, radio or micro- 
wave transmitted two-way voice com¬ 
munication. cither directly or through 
an intermediary, shall be established, in 
addition to conventional telephone serv¬ 
ice, between local law enforcement au¬ 
thorities and the facility and shall termi¬ 
nate in each continuously manned alarm 
station required by paragraph (eMl) of 
this section. 

(4) Non-portable communications 
equipment controlled by the licensee and 
required by this section shall remain 
operable from independent power sources 
in the event of the loss of normal power. 


Testing and maintenance. Each 
licensee shall test and maintain intru¬ 
sion alarms, emergency alarms, com¬ 
munications equipment, physical bar¬ 
riers. and other security related devices 
or equipment utilized pursuant to this 
section as follows: 

( 1 > All alarms, communication equip¬ 
ment. physical barriers, and other secu¬ 
rity related devices or equipment shall be 
maintained in operable condition. The 
licensee shall develop and employ com¬ 
pensatory measures including equip¬ 
ment. additional security personnel and 
specific procedures to assure that the 
effectiveness of the security system is not 
reduced by failure or other contingencies 
ufTecting the operation of the security 
related equipment or structures. 

<2) Each intrusion alarm shall be 
tested for performance at the beginning 
and end of any period that it is used for 
security. If the period of continuous use 
Is longer than seven days, the intrusion 
alarm shall also be tested at least once 
every seven (7) days. 

<3) Communications equipment re¬ 
quired for communications onsite shall 
be tested for performance not less fre¬ 
quently than once at the beginning of 
each security personnel work shift. Com¬ 
munications equipment required for 
communications offsite shall be tested 
for performance not less than once a 
day. 

<h) Response requirement. <1> The 
licensee shall establish and document 
liaison with local law enforcement au¬ 
thorities. 

(2) The total number of guards, and 
armed, trained personnel immediately 
available at the facility to fulfill these 
response requirements shall nominally 
be ten (10). unless specifically required 
otherwise on a cose by case basis by the 
Commission: however, this number may 
not be reduced to less than five <5) 
guards. 

<3) Upon detection of abnormal pres¬ 
ence of activity of persons or vehicles 
within an isolation rone, a protected 
area, or a vital area, or upon evidence of 
intrusion into a protected area or a vital 
area, the facility security organization 
shall: 

<i) Determine whether or not a threat 
exists, 

<ii) Assess the extent of the threat* If 
any. 

(ill) Inform local law enforcement 
agencies of the threat and request as¬ 
sistance, if necessary. 

(Iv) Require guards or other armed 
response personnel to interpose them¬ 
selves between vital areas and any ad¬ 
versary attempting entry for purposes of 
industrial sabotage, and 

(v) Instruct guards or other armed 
response personnel to prevent or delay 
an act of Industrial sabotage by apply¬ 
ing a sufficient degree of force to counter 
that degree of force directed at them, 
including the use of deadly force when 
there is a reasonable belief it is necessary 
in self-defense or in the defense of 
others. 

(4) To facilitate initial response to de¬ 
tection of penetration of the protected 
area and assessment of the existence of 


a threat, a capability of observing the 
isolation zones and the physical barrier 
at the perimeter of the protected area 
shall be provided, preferably by means 
of closed circuit television or by other 
suitable means which limit exposure of 
responding personnel to possible attack. 

6. The prefatory language of 5 73.70 
and paragraph (c) of 5 73.70 are revised 
to read as follows: 

§ 73.70 Rcford*. 

Each licensee subject to the provisions 
of 55 73.30 through 73.36 and/or 5 73 50 
and/or I 73.55 and/or 5 73.60 shall keep 
the following records:

These final regulations are issued un¬ 
der the authority delegated to the Com¬ 
missioner of Indian Affairs by the Secre¬ 
tary of the Interior in 230 DM 1 and 
redelegated by the Commissioner to the 
Area Directors in 10 B1AM 3.

1. Wc have before us a petition filed 
by the Community Antenna Television 
Association which concerns the relation¬ 
ship between two rulemaking proceedings 
the Commission has under consideration. 
Docket 20561 relates to the Definition of 
a cable system and Docket 21002 relates 
to the Commission's present Certificate 
of Compliance regulations.* 

2. Under 5 76 5(a) of the Commission's 
Rules and Regulations cable systems with 
under 50 paying subscribers need not 
comply with the PCC's regulations con¬ 
cerning cable television. CATA points out 
that in Docket 20561 this level of exemp¬ 
tion could be raised higher. In Docket 
21002 the Commission is considering sub¬ 
stantial changes in its cable certification 
program and has suspended portions of 
its present regulations, while at the same 
time continued to require cable systems 
to comply with the majority of the filing 
requirements of 4 76.13(c) by March 1. 
1977. It is CATA's position that the 
rationale for these changes in both 
dockets is partially the economic burden 
on cable operators and that this burden 
falls particularly hard on small opera¬ 
tors, Therefore. CATA concludes that 
during the pendency of both of these 
dockets, small cable svstems be granted 
a stay from any filing requirements. 
When Docket 20561 is resolved and the 
Commission makes a final determination 
as to the burden to be placed on small 
cable operators they will be in a better 
position to meet the filing requirements 
on a one time basis. CATA seeks the post¬ 
ponement for all cable systems under 
1.000 subscribers. 

3. The Commission has under active 
consideration in this proceeding the 
question of whether cable television sys¬ 
tems with only a limited number of sub¬ 
scribers should be cither totally ex¬ 
empted from the requirements of our 
rules or, in view' of their limited financial 
resources, subjected only to limited reg¬ 
ulation. Among the requirements such 
systems might be exempted from would 
be the requirement that a Certificate of 
Compliance be received before commenc¬ 
ing operation or that existing operations 
that have not already obtained a Certifi¬ 
cate file an application for one by March 
1. 1977. In view of the possibility that 
some systems will be excused from these 
obligations, we believe it appropriate to 
resolve the policy question of whether 
such a filing should be required before 
forcing systems that may be exempted to 
comply with the obligation. We are. ac¬ 
cordingly. receptive to the CATA pro¬ 
posal that Certificate of Compliance ap¬ 
plications for existing small systems be 
deferred until the exemption question 
has been resolved. To require such a fil¬ 
ing by sy stems ultimately to be exempted

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would be a waste of both our resources 
and those of the system operators In¬ 
volved. The difficult question, as the 
CATA petition recognizes, is how to adopt 
an appropriate cut-off figure for such a 
deferral of the filing obligation without 
appearing to prejudge the more general 
question of system exemptions which re¬ 
mains under active consideration but 
unresolved In Docket 20561. In our view 
the selection of any particular number 
In connection with ruling on the CATA 
petition would tend to prejudge our later 
resolution of the substantive issues in 
the definition proceeding. Accordingly, 
we believe that the best procedure to fol¬ 
low* is to simply defer for two months, 
until May 2, (to allow ample time for a 
completion of this proceeding) the re¬ 
quirement that existing systems file Cer¬ 
tificate of Compliance applications pur¬ 
suant to 5 76.11(b) by March 1. 1977. 
This will not be a burden on the indus¬ 
try because operations may continue in 
the interim. We are. however, not ex¬ 
empting new systems or systems adding 
signals from the requirement that a Cer¬ 
tificate first be obtained because that 
could lead to the development of sub¬ 
scriber viewing habits or the develop¬ 
ment of expectations by system opera¬ 
tors that would be difficult to later 
reverse. 

4. Authority for this action is contained 
in Sections 2, 3, 4<i) and <J>, 301. 303. 
307. 308. and 300 of the Communications 
Act of 1934. as amended. Further we find 
Uiat. because of the nearness of the 
March 1. 1977 filing date, the public in¬ 
terest in the avoidance of urasteful filings, 
and the difficulty In otherwise acting 
without prejudging the issues in this 
proceeding, that there is good cause to 
dispense with notice and comment on 
such a deferral pursuant to Section 553 
(b)(3)(B) of the Administrative Proce¬ 
dure Act. Moreover, because this action 
to defer the filing requirement relieves 
a restriction where time is of the essence, 
the 30-day advance public notice provi¬ 
sion of Section 4 of the Administrative 
Procedure Act. 8cction 553(d), does not 
apply.

The only change 
this proposal makes in the present ware¬ 
house licensing procedure is to require 
the present open-ended license be re¬ 
newed every five years. There is no fee 
proposed for the licensing procedure at 
gins or warehouses.

Statement or Consideration Leading to 
the Proposed Amendments 

The grade standards for frozen green 
beans and frozen wax beans were last 
revised May 8. 1975. This revision con¬ 
verted the previous grade standards 
from the conventional score point stand¬ 
ard to an attributes standard based on 
statistical principles. Experience with 
the revised standard during the 1975 
packing season suggested the acceptable 
quality levels (AQL’s) for some of the 
defect classes arc somewhat restrictive. 
As a result, the Western Technical Ad¬ 
visory Committee of the American Fro¬ 
zen Food Institute has requested the fol¬ 
lowing changes: 

L Editorial changes in the definitions 
of certain terms for clarification pur¬ 
poses; and 

2. Increase the acceptable quality lev¬ 
els (AQL*S) of some of the defect classes 
to better coincide with current market¬ 
ing practices. 

After careful study of the committee's 
request, the Department Is proposing to 
amend the grade standards for frozen 
green beans and frozen wax beans as 
suggested. These amendments will bring 
the defect allowances in the grade 
standards for frozen green beam and 
frozen wax beans closer in line with al¬ 
lowances provided in the previous stand¬ 
ards. 


The Department further proposes to 
provide for two separate inspection 
plans-—one specifically adapted to a 
fixed lot Inspection (i.e., after an entire 
lot has been produced) and the second 
specifically adapted to online inspection 
(i.e.. inspection of the lot as it is being 
produced). The sampling plans of both 
procedures are set to the same accept¬ 
able quality levels < AQL’s). 

The acceptance criteria w'ould be 
changed to accommodate both inspection 
procedures. The deviant allowance for 
prerequisite quality factors would be 
deleted. In addition a separate accept¬ 
ance criteria for unofficially submitted 
samples would be provided. These are 
single sample units that do not represent 
a lot.

United States Department of Agricul¬ 
ture.

All documents 
filed should be in quadruplicate. The 
period for filing views is being limited to 
the above mentioned date to enable the 
timely consideration of this matter since 
the proposed action would be applicable 
to milk shipments made during March. 
Further, the proposed change provides 
some relaxation of pooling standards and 
thus will not require extensive prepara¬ 
tion or substantial alteration in method 
of operation for handlers. 

All written submissions made pursuant 
to the notice will be made available for 
public inspection at the office of the 
Hearing Clerk during regular business < 
hours (7CFR 1.27(b)). 

The provisions proposed to be revised 
are (1) the supply plant shipping per¬ 
centage of 20 percent set forth in 8 1030.7 
(b>(4) that is applicable during the 
month of March, and (2) in 8 1030.7(b) 
(7)<iii). the shipping requirement of 10 
percent applicable to each plant in a unit 
of two or more plants during the month 
of March. 

Pursuant to the provisions of 8 1030.7 
<b>(6> the supply plant shipping per¬ 
centages set forth in 8 1030.7(b)(4) and 
8 1030.7fb> (7xlii) shall be increased or 
decreased by up to 10 percentage points 
during the months of August-March, if 
necessary to obtain needed shipments or 
to prevent uneconomic shipments. 

Cooperative Associations representing 
a majority of producers supplying the 
Chicago Regional market, request that, 
during March 1977 the supply plant ship¬ 
ping percentages be reduced 10 percent¬ 
age points. These cooperatives state that 
the 20 percent and 10 percent shipping 
requirements in March would cause un¬ 
economic shipments of milk. 

To fulfill their fluid milk requirements, 
distributing plants obtain a major por¬ 
tion of their milk supplies from supply 
plants, since about 80 percent of the 
market's milk supply is assembled at 
supply plant. In recent months, however. 
Class I sales have been significantly be¬ 
low a year ago. For the month of Janu¬ 
ary. for instance. Class I sales were down 
20 million pounds compared to the same 
month & year ago. Moreover, receipts of 
producer milk on the market increased by 


31 million pounds for the month of Jan¬ 
uary compared to the same month of 
1976. 

There is a reduced demand for Class I 
milk and an increase in the milk supply 
on the market. Thus, there is a reduced 
demand for supply plant milk in Class I 
use and a reduction in required ship¬ 
ments may, accordingly, be appropriate. 
A reduction in the required shipments 
of supply plant milk during March w ? ould 
allow greater flexibility in obtaining milk 
as among supply plants in the market 
and may prevent uneconomic movements 
of milk merely for purposes of pool plant 
qualification. 

Therefore, it may be appropriate to re¬ 
duce the aforementioned pool supply 
plant shipping percentages for the month 
of March 1977 to prevent uneconomic 
shipments.

BELL MODEL 212 HELICOPTERS 
Proposed Airworthiness Directives 

The Federal Aviation Administration 
is considering amending Part 39 of the 
Federal Aviation Regulations by adding 
an airworthiness directive applicable to 
BeU Model 212 helicopters. There have 
been cracks reported in the upper and 
low 4 er surface skins of the main rotor 
blades installed on Bell Model 212 heli¬ 
copters that could result in possible loss 
of a main rotor blade. These cracks were 
reportedly caused by corrosion pits, ma¬ 
terial imperfections, and mechanical im¬ 
perfections in several locations of the 
main rotor blade skins and spar. One re¬ 
cent report of a skin crack, detected by 
use of the BeU blade inspection system 
<BIS), concerned spar corrosion that 
probably resulted from moisture entry 
into the blade at the skin scarf splice, 
approximately 58 inches from the blade 
Up. AUegedly, the filler in the splice joint 
had become eroded. 

BeU Helicopter Textron has developed 
a blade inspection system that is reliable 
and that wiU provide for detecUon of a 
chordwise skin crack in the main rotor 
blades that may be located from near the 
tip to the blade bolt hole doublers. The 
skin crack may occur after a significant 
crack has developed in the blade spar. 
Since other BeU Model 212 heUcopter 
main rotor blades may develop cracks 
from possible corrosion pits or other pos¬ 
sible mechanical or material imperfec¬ 
tions that are not readily detecUble 
during an inspection, the proposed air¬ 
worthiness directive would require instal¬ 
lation of the blade inspection system. P/ 
N 212-704-110-1, on certain main rotor 
blades with more than 400 hours* total 
time in service, or would require instaila- 


Uon of blades originally equipped with 
BIS. It is noted that the manufacturer 
requires installation of BIS by March 1. 
1977. 

The proposal would also require fre¬ 
quent checks of aU Model 212 main rotor 
blades that are equipped with the blade 
inspection system after these blades at¬ 
tained 400 hours* time in service and 
these checks would be required at inter¬ 
vals not to exceed 4 hours* time in serv¬ 
ice. Hie manufacturer does not presently 
require frequent checks of those main 
rotor blades having a barrier at the scarf 
Joint. For certain specific main rotor 
blades that do not have a barrier at the 
blade leading edge scarf Joint, the pro¬ 
posal would also require daily checks of 
the scarf joint for filler erosion to an ex¬ 
posed joint with attendant replacement 
of the scarf Joint filler.

the scarf Joint and do not require the check 
In paragraph (a)(1) of this AD 

(b) Modify both main rotor blades by in¬

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212-704-116-1. In accordance with Bell Heli¬

securities are to be issued. More detailed 
information concerning the transaction 
and the parties to the transaction would 
be filed with the Commission as a new 
Part n of the registration statement and 
incorporated by reference in the pro¬ 
spectus. The registrant would be required 
to provide Part n at its own expense, 
upon request These proposals were in¬ 
tended to result in cost savings to regis¬ 
trants and to provide disclosure to In¬ 
vestors in a simpler, more understandable 
form. 

During the comment period, which 
expired January 10. 1977. 22 comments 
were received Although the comments 
indicate that there is overwhelming sup¬ 
port for the Commission's goals of sim¬ 
plifying disclosure for investors and 
reducing the burdens on registrants, a 
large number of commentators feel that 
the differential disclosure approach em¬ 
bodied in the form does not achieve these 
goals. Their principal objections are <1> 
that the two part format would actually 
Increase preparation and printing costs;

not to adopt proposed Form S-14A or 
the proposed amendments to related 
rules at this time Instead, the Commis¬ 
sion plans to explore alternatives to 
develop a new optional form for regis¬ 
tration under the Securities Act of secu¬ 
rities to be issued in Rule 145 business 
combination transactions. The form, as 
contemplated, would consist of a single, 
abbreviated prospectus <and proxy or 
information statement) which would in¬ 
corporate by reference reports filed 
under the Securities Exchange Act of 
1934 ( "Exchange Act") and/or the is¬ 
suer's annual report to shareholders. 

The Commission believes that the con¬ 
templated new form might be more In 
the interest of security holders than 
proposed Form S-14A and might more 
satisfactorily reduce the costs, liabilities 
and other burdens on registrants.

in a rule making proceeding. A brief de¬ 
scription of each petition follows. 

2 McConnelsville , Ohio (RM-2794). 
John Wharf! (petitioner) filed a petition 
on November 17. 1976. proposing the as¬ 
signment of Channel 265A to McConncls- 
ville, Ohio. McConnelsville (pop. 2.107). 
seat of Morgan County (pop. 12.375), is 
located in southeastern Ohio, about 39 
kilometers (24 miles) from Zanesville. 
There is no local broadcast transmission 
service in McConnelsville or Morgan 
County. 

3. In support of his request petitioner 
states that McConnelsville has a mayor- 
council form of government. We are told 
it is a farming and lumbering area with 
several small industrial concerns. In 1972. 
the retail sales in the county amounted 
to 815.183.000 and the annual payroll to 
almost $14,000,000. The county has one 
weekly newspaper. Petitioner asserts that 
the proposed assignment would provide 
a first local aural service for McConnels¬ 
ville and Morgan County. 

4 St Mary*. West Virginia (RM-2795). 
D. Robert Eddy (petitioner) filed a peti¬ 
tion on November 17.1976. requesting the 
assignment of Channel 269A to St. 
Marys, West Virginia. 8t. Marys (pop. 
2.348), seat of Pleasants County (pop. 
7.234), is located about 35 kilometers (22 
miles) northeast of Parkersburg. West 
Virginia. St. Marys has no local aural 
broadcast service. 

5 Petitioner states that chemical and 
related industries arc located In the area 
employing over 1,200 people and that an 
additional 550 work in the retail and 
service areas. He notes that the annual 
payroll In the county approaches $1 mil¬ 
lion and the assessed valuation of prop¬ 
erty is about $37 million. Petitioner adds 
that. If the channel is assigned, he pro¬ 
poses to experiment with different for¬ 
mats to best provide the first local serv¬ 
ice, with emphasis on local news, sports, 
and public affairs He also states that the 
proposed station would provide a second 
aural service to approximately 9,500 
people in rural areas of three counties 
in West Virginia and one county in Ohio. 

6 Boulder City. Nevada (RM-2804). 
Robert H Ruark (petitioner) filed a peti¬ 
tion on November 29. 1976. proposing the 
assignment of Channel 288A to Boulder 
City. Nevada. Boulder <?ity (pop. 5,223) 1 
in Clark County (pop. 273.288). is located 
in southeastern Nevada approximately 40 
kilometers (25 miles) from Las Vegas. 
Nevada. It has no local aural broadcast 
service. 

7. Petitioner states that Boulder City 
is primarily a tourist area serving visitors 
to Hoover Dam as well as tourists and 
sportsmen who utilize the Lake Mead 
Recreational Area. It is served by a 
weekly newspaper. Petitioner points out 
that there is a need for providing cover¬ 
age of general events and important news 
items, including storm alerts, nighttime 
sports, disasters affecting the area, school 
closings and cancellations. He points to a 
hope that the station would help stem the

flow of consumer spending to larger com¬ 
munities outside of Boulder City by pro¬ 
viding new local competitive advertising 
medium for retail outlets. 

8. Canadian. Texas (RM-280SK On 
December 6, 1976. Cable FM Six (peti¬ 
tioner) filed a petition for the assign¬ 
ment of Channel 276A to Canadian. 
Texas, Canadian (pop. 2,292), the seat 
of Hemphill County (pop. 3.064), is 
located in the northeastern Texas pan¬ 
handle approximately 156 kilometers (97 
miles) northeast of Amarillo. Texas. It 
has no local aural broadcast service. 

9. Petitioner states that the population 
of Canadian has readily Increased since 
1970 from 2.200 to 5.000. OH and gas pro¬ 
duction Is said to play a key role in the 
area's healthy economy since 1970. with 
oil and gas experts predicting the cur¬ 
rent boom to continue for another 10-20 
years. Petitioner asserts that the area is 
Isolated and that an FM radio station 
would be most helpful In the future de¬ 
velopment of this progressive area since 
the nearest broadcasting facility is lo¬ 
cated some fifty miles away. 

10. Yakutat. Alaska (RM-2807). On 
October 6. 1976. Lakeside Broadcasting. 
Inc. (petitioner) filed a petition for the 
assignment of Channel 280A to Yakutat, 
Alaska. Yakutat (pop. 190) in Yukon- 
Koyukuk Census Division (pop. 4.752) Is 
located approximately 330 kilometers 
<250 miles) northeast of Juneau, Alaska. 
There is no local aural broadcast service 
Ip Yakutat. 

11. Petitioner states that, if the chan¬ 
nel is assigned, it intends to apply for an 
FM 10 watt educational station/ It as¬ 
serts that, since Yakutat is not accessible 
by any other means of transportation 
than air. it would be of great benefit for 
the youth of the community to be exposed 
to cultural situations other than these 
found in Yakutat. Petitioner adds that 
the use of emergency reports would be of 
great benefit, especially In the summer 
months when many of the people are 
fishing in the nearby waters. Up-to-date 
news would be of value to the people who 
only receive news by way of newspapers 
that are several days old by the time they 
arrive at Yakutat. and local government 
would have a reliable vehicle in which 
to keep the people informed as they en¬ 
deavor to continue with the processes of 
government. 

12. 8ince McConnelsville. Ohio; 8t. 
Marys. West Virginia; and Yakutat. 
Alaska, are within 250 miles of the Ca¬ 
nadian-UB. border, the assignment of 
these channels to their respective com¬ 
munities requires coordination with the 
Canadian Government, 

13. In light of the above, the Commis¬ 
sion proposes to amend the FM Table of

1. Petitioner . Proposal and Comments. 
(a) Notice of Proposed Rule Making is 
given concerning amendment of the FM 
Table of Assignments (ft 73.202(b) of the 
Commission’s Rules and Regulations > as 
concerns Gillette, Wyoming, 

<b) A petition for rule making was 
filed by Gillette Broadcasting Company 
("petitioner”) through its attorneys, pro¬ 
posing the assignment of both Channel 
245 and Channel 264 to Gillette. Wyo¬ 
ming. as the second and third FM as¬ 
signments to the community. No opposi¬ 
tions have been received. 

2. Community data, (a) f«ocaf(on. Gil¬ 
lette. scat of Campbell County, is located 
in the center of Wyoming’s five north¬ 
eastern counties and is about midway 
between the Black Hills. 105 kilometers 
(65 miles» to the east, and the Big Horns. 
96 kilometers (60 miles) to the west. 

«b> Population. Petitioner asserts that 
Gillette is the seventh largest city in 
Wyoming with 7,194 persons and that 
Campbell County's population is 12.957. 1 * 
Although the population is small by east¬ 
ern standards, petitioner indicates that 
growth has been phenomenal with a 328 
percent increase from 1950-1970. Data 
was furnished which predicts an addi¬ 
tional 282 percent population increase for 
Gillette and a 208 percent increase for 
Campbell County over 1970 Census fig¬ 
ures by 1985. 

(c> Local broadcast service. At present. 
Gillette and Campbell County arc served 
by AM Station KfML. which operates 


1 1970 U8 Census figures. 


with five kilowatts day and one kilowatt 
night, and FM Station KOLL-FM. a three 
kilowatt Class A facility on Channel 
228A. Petitioner alleges that because Sta¬ 
tion KIML employs a directional anten¬ 
na at night it is unable to serve all of 
Campbell County between sunset and 
sunrise and that KOLLr-FM cannot serve 
the entire county because of its low 
power. Petitioner’s current request does 
not ask for the deletion of the currently 
assigned Class A channel but rather, re¬ 
quests that two Class C channels be as¬ 
signed since he alleges that full power 
Class C facilities are needed to provide 
the necessary service over the wide area 
involved.' 

(d) Economic data . In the early 1950’s 
the largest and most productive oil field 
in the state of Wyoming was opened In 
Campbell County. From 1960 to 1974. pe¬ 
troleum production increased by almost 
500 percent. Petitioner alleges that the 
area is rich in oli. natural gas. uranium 
and coal and quotes a United States Bu¬ 
reau of Mines estimate that 12.1 billion 
tons of low sulphur coal is found in 
Campbell County which contains 87 per¬ 
cent of the strippablc coal reserves in the 
Stated Powder River Basin. In this era 
of high energy demand and dwindling 
natural resources, petitioner alleges that 
this mineral wealth of Campbell County 
virtually Insures the economic growth of 
the area.* 

3. Preclusion studies. Petitioner's engi¬ 
neering study showed that the assign¬ 
ment of Channel 245 to Gillette will 
cause preclusion to eight communities 
with over 2.000 population.’ Of the eight 
communities Casper, Wyoming, and 
Dead wood. South Dakota, each have an 
unused Class C allocation. Each of the 
remaining six communities is shown to 
have at least three Class C channels 
available for allocation to each commu- 
Assignment of Channel 264 to Gil¬ 
lette will cause preclusions to ten com¬ 
munities with over 2.000 population. 4 Of 
the ten communities Miles City. Mon¬ 
tana, and Buffalo. Cody and Worland. 


* Petitioner wants one Class C ctanncl to 
meet its current needs and one additional 
channel to provide an opportunity for com¬ 
parable facilities should the operator of Sta¬ 
tion KOLL-FM or another FM applicant de¬ 
sire to apply for the assignment at some 
future date

5. Comments, (a) Although it has 
been general Commission policy to as¬ 
sign Class C channels only to communi¬ 
ties of over 10,000 persons, exceptions 
have been made when the assignment 
would result in a large first or second FM 
service* * or when the assignment of a 
Class C channel would enable a large 
rural area to be served. 1 Additionally, al¬ 
though population criteria is a factor in 
determining how many channels are as¬ 
signed to a particular community, the 
unusual nature of Wyoming’s population 
distribution Indicates that two channels 
would be appropriate to provide FM 
service, to the area and Insure the op¬ 
portunity for residents to have a choice 
of FM service.* Since petitioner’s plead¬ 
ings indicate that Gillette could fall 
within one or more exceptions to our gen¬ 
eral policy regarding Class C assign¬ 
ments. a rule making proceeding is ap¬ 
propriate to further evaluate petitioner's 
request. 

<b) Because petitioner has not re¬ 
quested removal of the currently as¬ 
signed Class A channel, but rather has 
only requested the addition of two Class 
C channels, it appears that the petition 
fails to promote the desirable competi¬ 
tive balance we seek to achieve In our 
policy against Intermixture of classes in 
the same community.* In the recent 
Commission Report and Order involv¬ 
ing Mitchell. South Dakota, a similar 
situation existed where the Commission 
considered three alternatives and de¬

In the matter of the effect of changes 
In TV market rank on applicability of 
prime time access rule (ft 73.658<k)K 
Request of Station WTOL-TV, Toledo, 
Ohio, for temporary waiver of prime 
time access rule. 

1. This document, and the rule-mak¬ 
ing proceeding instituted herein. Involve 
the question of how to apply the prime¬ 
time access rule (ft 73.658(k>), and its 
•‘top 50 market" standard, to markets 
and stations which come into and leave 
the "top 50" markets from time to time. 
We recognize that a problem exists in 
tills area, as described below, and we be¬ 
lieve that an amendment to the prime¬ 
time access rule would provide the best 
solution. 

2. Background. The question has been 
raised occasionally before, and now spe¬ 
cifically In the above-captioned waiver 
request filed on behalf of Station WTOL- 
TV, Toledo. Ohio, and supported by the 
other two Toledo commercial stations. 
Basically, the problem relates to the use 
of off-network programs during "access 
Ume". 1 WTOL-TV's claim, discussed 
more fully below, is that Toledo's rise to 
a position where it will be in the top 50 
for 1977-78 comes as a surprise, making 
intelligent program-planning impossible. 


»In general, the rulo limits network-owned 
and affiliated stations In the top 50 markets 
to no more than three hours of network and 
off-network programs each evening during 
prime time (7-11 p.m. ET-, etc.). In practice 
under the rule, the national networks pro¬ 
vide only that amount of prime-time pro¬ 
gramming which their regular major-market 
affiliates may carry; therefore It makes little 
difference, with respect to network pro¬ 
gramming. whether or not a given station 
falls under live rule. The question reaUy in¬ 
volved is whether a particular station may or 
may not carry off-net work programs during 
access time without their counting toward 
the permissible three hours. 


and that unless the rule is waived the 
station will be unable to use appropri¬ 
ately some costly off-network series ma¬ 
terial which it bought recently in the 
reasonable expectation that the market 
would continue to be below the top 50. 

3. Under ft73.658(k>. as modified in 
May 1975 and in effect since September 
1975, the rule applies to network-owned 
or affiliated stations "in the 50 largest 
television markets (see NOTE 1 to this 
paragraph) • • V* Note 1 states that: 

The top 50 market* to which thin para¬ 
graph applies are the 50 largest markets in 
terms of prime time audience for all stations 
In the market, as listed each year In the Ar- 
bltron publication “Television Market Anal¬ 
ysis." This publication is currently issued 
each November, and shortly thereafter the 
Commission will issue a list of markets to 
which the rule will apply for the year start¬ 
ing the following September. 

Under the arrangement contemplated 
by the rule, stations have several months 
notice as to whether they will be cov¬ 
ered by the rule, following the Commis¬ 
sion's listing early in the calendar year, 
or more than 9 months notice following 
issuance of the Arbltron publication 
(now called "Television Markets and 
Rankings Guide") each November, if 
they wish to consult this publication di¬ 
rectly or inquire of the Commission staff. 

4. Formerly, the Arbltron listing ench 
year was based on the average of three 
audience "sweei*" — February/March, 
late spring, and fall. It appears that cur¬ 
rently the November Arbltron ranking is 
based entirely on the previous February/ 
March sweep, whose results are pub¬ 
lished some time in April. To the extent 
that stations get this information—as 
WTOL-TV has done—they are able to 
have more than 16 months notice, from 
April of one year to September of the 
following year. However, according to 
the petition, this is not sufficient. 

5. In its "Petition for Waiver." WTOL- 
TV calls attention to the shifting posi¬ 
tion of the Toledo market in relation to 
the rule—53rd In 1971-72 (the first year 
of the rule). 50th and subject to the rule 
the next two years. 51st in 1974-75, 53rd 
in 1975-76 and 1976-77, and now for 
1977-78 about to be No. 60 and therefore 
again subject to the rule. It Is claimed 
that "The uncertainties created by these 
undesirable market gyrations are mani¬ 
festly Inconsistent with the Commis¬ 
sion's intent to Instill certainty into its 
access policy." WTOL-TV states that 
there are numerous other markets and 
stations with the same uncertainties, for 
example 7 markets have been No. 51 and 
6 markets have been No. 49 since 1971; 
but so far the Commission has paid lit¬ 
tle attention to this matter *—In its 1974 


• In the PTAR revision proceeding (Docket 
19622), suggestion* concerning thl* subject 
were advanced at oral argument in July 
1973, including use of a standard other than 
prime time home*, and giving station* con¬ 
siderably more lead time such a* 3 years 
(although It !* not entirely clear. It appears 
that a guaranteed longer period of statu* In 
relatton to the rule, such as 3 years either 
under It or outside, was also sought). The 
January 1974 decision (44 FCC 2d 1061. 1145) 


decision concerning the rule, rejecting 
suggesion s which had been made but 
suggesting that separate petitions be 
filed—and a compelling problem exists 
requiring attention and relief, particu¬ 
larly in light of recent developments. 
WTOL-TV also claims that the present 
practice of basing the ranking on only 
one sweep makes it particularly arbi¬ 
trary and subject to vagaries, such as 
extreme weather conditions during the 
period; this especially is likely to be sig¬ 
nificant because of the small differences 
between markets at about the 50 level (a 
tie for 50 and 51 in 1971-72, and a maxi¬ 
mum difference since then of 10,000 
homes, with an average difference over 
the 7 years of about 4.300 homes be¬ 
tween the 50th and 51st markets). 

6. It Is claimed that since Toledo has 
been out of the top 50 for four of the last 
6 years <Including the last three years). 
WTOL-TV was in the position of assum¬ 
ing that it probably would so continue. 
Therefore, it made heavy and long-term 
financial commitments in popular off- 
network programs. Including "The Brady 
Bunch", "My Three 8ons'\ "Family Af¬ 
fair" and "The Mary Tyler Moore Show", 
costing from $40,000 to well over $200,000 
for periods from 2 to 7 years.* It is 
claimed that such heavy advance com¬ 
mitments are necessitated by changes in 
program buying practices in recent years, 
prompted by the advent Into syndication 
of certain extremely popular network 
shows (Ironsides, Welby. MASH, etc.) 
and a highly competitive demand situa¬ 
tion for them. Commitments for long 
periods, considerably In advance, are now 
required. Thus, while In 1971 the rule's 
arrangement may have provided ade¬ 
quate lead time, this certainly Is not true 
now. and some reasonable adjustment Is 
clearly needed to permi t mor e adequate 
planning. Accordingly. WTOL-TV asks 
that the rule be waived for It until the 
Toledo market is in the top 50 for three 
consecutive years. This. It is said, would 
give certainty and permit the stations 
needed flexibility in buying, and would 
not "adversely affect the program base 
for the rule." Rather, tho resulting list 
would reflect more nearly actual growth 
trends. It is also asserted that while off- 
network commitments are what Is di¬ 
rectly involved here, a more stable situa¬ 
tion might work to encourage the com¬ 
mitment of capital to non-network pro¬ 
gramming. required if such material Is 
to attain the needed standard of excel¬ 
lence. 


declined to adopt such suggestion* chiefly 
because they were advanced much too late 
to permit adequate exploration and also con¬ 
sidering tho small number of changes each 
year. It was stated that thc*o question* 
might be raised by separate petition for rule¬ 
making. 

•According to further information sub¬ 
mitted by WTOL-TV. tho contracts for tho 
four series were entered Into at various date* 
between May 1975 and April 1976 (before tho 
ARB ratings were published), and they ran 
for periods of 2. 3, 4 and 7 years from their 
starting dates. The starting date* were Sep¬ 
tember 1075. September 1976 or September 
1977. 
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7. The other two Toledo commercial 
stations, WDHO-TV 'ABC) and WSPD- 
TV (NBC) filed statements supporting 
WTOL-TV, both asserting the need, 
under present conditions and In a very 
competitive market, for long-term and 
advance commitments. WSPD-TV states 
that “It is neither equitable nor produc¬ 
tive in any sen$e to declare at that point 
that the program commitments and in¬ 
vestments made in preceding years 
should be jettisoned because of the va¬ 
garies of one rating period." WSPD-TV 
asserts that it too has made advance 
commitments on the same assumption, 
mentioning five series (Adam 12. Iron¬ 
sides. etc.) bought for periods from 3 to 6 
years, at prices from $62,000 to well over 
$ 100 , 000 . 

8. Changes in market status under the 
rule . At the end of 1977-78, there will 
have been seven years of PTAR. and 7 
listings of top 50 markets. Nine markets 
will have been under the rule in one or 
more, but not all. of these years. Toledo 
will have changed status three times, as 
mentioned above 'entry, dropout and re¬ 
entry); Salt Lake City, also reentering 
for 1977-78. will hiive had four changes; 
Greensboro-Wins ton 8alem-Hlgh Point 
will have had three; three markets will 
have had two changes and three only one 
during the period.* 8incc 1972-73. no new 
market has entered the top 50 for the 
first time. 

Discussion, Conclusions and Questions 

9. WTOL-TV's immediate reguest . We 
must decline to grant WTOL-TV's spe- 
cfic request for action to cure its present 
problems with program commitments 
for the 1977-78 season. Neither WTOL- 
TV nor either of the other Toledo sta¬ 
tions claims economic hardship. While 
they appear to have made substantial 
commitments to purchase off-network 
programs on the assumption that the 
material could be used during "access 
time," it is not shown that these agree¬ 
ments could not be modified, or that the 
programs could not be scheduled, in¬ 
stead. at other times which would permit 
recovery of some, if not all. of the sums 
invested (or use of the material in access 
time by preempting network programs). 
The stations entered into these agree¬ 
ments with full knowledge of the rule, 
which had applied in Toledo before, and 
do not now have a meritorious claim for 
relief from developments which should 
not have been highly unexpected and 
which could have been avoided by the 
exercise of reasonable prudence, when 
such relief would have results inconsist¬ 
ent with the objective of the rule in¬ 
volved. Were we to hold the rule inap¬ 
plicable to Toledo for this coming broad- 


*8*K Lake City was under the rule the 
flrht two year*, out In 1973-74. in for the 
next two yearn, out In 1976-77 and in for 
1977-78.

cast year without taking steps to substi¬ 
tute another market, this would leave the 
rule applicabl e to only 49 markets, and 
(according to WTOL-TV’s data) to 269,- 
000 fewer TV homes than would other¬ 
wise be the case. This would be inconsist¬ 
ent with the objective of providing ac¬ 
cess to valuable prime time in 50 major 
markets, to further the development of 
new non-network material/ 

10. Proposed amendment. However, 
the facts before us suggest that there 
may well be a legitimate problem with 
the application of the "top 50 market" 
standard to markets which, like Toledo 
and some others, are close to the line and 
enter and leave the top 50 group with 
some frequency. It appears that, as 
WTOL-TV points out and other infor¬ 
mation also indicates, there now exists 
a market for off-network material char¬ 
acterized by highly competitive de¬ 
mand for a small number of very popu¬ 
lar series which have recently ended or 
are close to ending their network run. 
Stations arc thus faced with the need to 
make programming decisions well in ad¬ 
vance. involving the commitment of ex¬ 
tensive sums, and the present arrange¬ 
ment for establishing the top 50 PTAR 
markets for any given broadcast year 
may no longer be sufficient to permit 
adequate advance notice and planning 
in light of the commercial realities of 
the syndicated program marketplace. 
We are of the view that more ample lead 
time can be provided to affected sta¬ 
tions. In these rather few markets, with¬ 
out sacrificing the primary goal of the 
rule, stated above. It is noted in this 
connection that while the applicability of 
the rule to 50 markets is important, it is 
much less significant, at the lower end of 
that group, which particular ones are in¬ 
cluded, In view’ of the small differences 
between markets around 50 pointed out 
above. 

11. In order to give considerably more 
notice—nearly three years, or about two 
years more than at present—we arc pro¬ 
posing the rule amendment summarized 
in the next paragraph. It should be noted 
that, as at present, once the rule goes 
Into full effect a particular list of mar¬ 
kets would apply for only one year. We 
do not believe that it would be appro¬ 
priate to increase the period of time to 
which a given listing should apply, such 
as two years or three years, since this 
might tend to Increase the purchase of 
off-netw’ork material at the expense of 
new non-network material. However, 
comments on this point are Invited. 

12. The amended rule 4 73.658*k) 
would operate as follows; 

(a) Starting with the broadcast year 
1980-1981, the top 50 markets for PTAR 
purposes will be those listed as the top 
50 in the Arb&tron television markets 
ranking issued some 34 months before, 
or in November or December of the third 
previous year; the markets for 1980-81 


* If the Salt Lake City market, which also 
has been in and out of the top SO In the poet 
and will re-enter in 1977-78. were excluded 
as well as Toledo, the homes lost to the rule 
would total 539,000. 


would be those listed in the November or 
December 1977 ranking. The markets for 
1981-82 would be based on the Novem¬ 
ber or December 1978 ranking. 

<b) With respect to the years 1978-79 
and 1979-1980. we are presently of the 
view that these should be governed by 
the list which will be issued by Arbitron 
in November or December of this year. 
1977. Comments arc Invited on whether, 
instead, the list applicable in 1977-78 
should be applied to one or both of the 
following years. 

13. We invite comments on the pro¬ 
posed change In the rule, as well as on 
variations or alternatives thereto, or re¬ 
tention of the status quo. and on matters 
mentioned In pars. 11 and 12<b>. above. 

Summary and Procedural Metiers 

14. In view of the foregoing; 

(a) Comments are invited upon: 

(1) the adoption of a change in 
i 73.658(k), the prime time access rule, 
to provide that the rule will apply to sta¬ 
tions in the top-50 market, based on the 
Arbitron market ranking issued in No¬ 
vember or December, some 34 months be¬ 
fore the September of the year to which 
it would apply (see par.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: 
On March 4. 1976. the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration (NHTSA) 
published a Federal Register notice es¬ 
tablishing a new bumper standard that 
limits damage to vehicle bumpers and 
other vehicle surfaces in low-speed col¬ 
lisions. As issued, the new standard pro¬ 
vides that all passenger cars manufac¬ 
tured on or after September 1,1978. must 
be capable of undergoing prescribed pen¬ 
dulum and barrier crash tests while ex¬ 
periencing damage only to the vehicle 
bumper and those components that at¬ 
tach it to the vehicle frame. The stand¬ 
ard Also provides that passenger cars 
manufactured on or after September 1. 
1979. must be capable of undergoing the 
same tests while experiencing no damage 
to vehicle exterior surfaces except on the 
bumper, where dents not exceeding % 
inch and set not exceeding % Inch may 
occur. 

Petitions for reconsideration from 
General Motors and Ford Motor Com¬ 
pany submitted in response to the final 
rule form the basis for this proposal. 
General Motors objected to the pre¬ 
scribed escalation of the bumper re¬ 
quirements for September 1, 1979, only 
1 year after the standard's initial effec¬ 
tive date, on the grounds that compliance 
with two sets of bumper requirements 
within such a short period of time would 
result in unrecoverable costs relating to 
research, design, development, and tool¬ 
ing. According to their petition, optimi¬ 
zation of a bumper system produced in 
compliance with requirements scheduled 
to be effective for only 1 year would not 
be feasible. 

Ford stated in its petition that com¬ 
pliance with Part 581 with entail some 
redesign of the automobile. It requested 
that the effective date for implementa¬ 
tion of the bumper requirements be 
delayed until September 1.1980. in order 
that the necessary design changes may 
be made concurrently with ones sched¬ 
uled to be made in order to comply with 
fuel economy provisions of the Energy 
Policy and Conservation Act (Pub. L. 94- 
163). 

The NHTSA has tentatively concluded 
that petitioners’ suggestions have merit. 
The primary goal of Part 581 to to reduce 
consumer costs occasioned by low-speed 
collisions. A bumper system that complies 
with the requirements of Part 581. yet 
costs and weighs an unnecessarily ex¬ 
cessive amount, does not meet the intent 
of the Act. As stated in earlier notices, 
the agency has reason to believe that 
automobile bumpers can be designed 
more efficiently than they are at present. 
However, the NHTSA also recognizes 
that significant optimization of a bumper 
system may not be effectively accom¬ 
plished when the performance level man¬ 
dated in the standard is scheduled to 
change after only one model year. 


With regard to the Ford petition, the 
NHTSA finds that consideration of the 
effect of compliance with motor vehicle 
standards on the achievement of the fuel 
economy levels mandated by Congress 
in the Energy Policy and Conservation 
Act is appropriate. Since a determina¬ 
tion has been made that bumpers ac¬ 
count for a significant amount of vehicle 
weight, it can be expected that major 
redesign of the bumper system will be 
in order when the more stringent second 
phase bumper requirements become ef¬ 
fective. The existancc of both a bumper 
damagcbility standard and the fuel econ¬ 
omy standards means that manufactur¬ 
ers will have to concentrate on upgrad¬ 
ing the damage resistance of bumper 
systems, while reducing bumper weight. 
It would appear that design changes to 
accommodate both goals could be most 
effectively and economically accom¬ 
plished simultaneously. 

Although Ford requested that imple¬ 
mentation of the entire Part 581 stand¬ 
ard be delayed until 1980, the agency 
has concluded that delay In application 
of the first phase requirements would 
not bo justified. It has been determined 
that most cars already come close to 
meeting the performance level specified 
for September 1. 1978. Thus, major re¬ 
design to conform to the initial require¬ 
ments would probably not be necessary. 

The agency has tentatively determined 
that a 1-ycar delay, until September 1, 
1980, in the effective date for the second 
phase of bumper requirements is advis¬ 
able. It would appear that maintenance 
of the initial phase of bumper require¬ 
ments for a period of 2 years until Sep¬ 
tember 1,1980. is sufficient time for man¬ 
ufacturers to produce systems that 
produce systems that meet those re¬ 
quirements in an efficient manner. In 
addition, a 1-year delay would enable 
major bumper design changes under¬ 
taken in reaction to both Part 581 and 
the Energy Act to be made simultane¬ 
ously. 

Under this proposal, the Initial phase 
of bumper requirements would go into 
effect on schedule (September 1, 1978). 
Thus, consumers would begin enjoying 
the benefits of the Part 581 damage- 
ability standard without delay. During 
the 2-year interim period between im¬ 
plementation of the initial requirements 
and the proposed date for implementa¬ 
tion of the second phase requirements, 
manufacturers could be preparing for an 
efficient and economical transition to 
bumpers that will comply with the more 
stringent, permanent Part 581 require¬ 
ments. 

In consideration of the foregoing, it 
is proposed that Section S5 of 49 CFR 
Part 581 be amended as follows: 

(1) In S5.2 the date “September 1. 
1979“ in the title and the text is changed 
to “September 1.1980.“ 

(2) In S5.3.8 the phrase “from Sep¬ 
tember 1, 1978 to August 31, 1979" is 
changed to “from September 1. 1978 to 
August 31. 1980.” 

i3> In S5.3.10 the date “September 1. 
1979“ is changed to “September 1. 1980.** 

Interested persons are invited to sub¬ 
mit comments on the proposal. It is re- 
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quested but not required that 10 copies 
be submitted. 

All comment* received before the clo*e 
of business on the comment closing date 
indicated above will be considered, and 
will be available for examination in the 
docket at the above address both before 
and after that date To the extent pos¬ 
sible. comments filed after the closing 
date will also be considered. However, 
the rulcmakng action may proceed at 

l 


any time after that date, and comments 
received after the closing date and too 
late for consideration in regard to the 
action will be treated as suggestions for 

future rulemaking. The NHTSA will con¬ 
tinue to file relevant material as it be¬ 
comes available in the docket after the 
closing date, and it is recommended that 
interested persons continue to examine 
the docket for new material.

Toxicology and Applied Pharmacol¬ 
ogy 31. 361. 363. Most nltrosomine# induce 
cancer of the liver In experimental animal*, 
often with tumors at other sites. SAB Report,

29 Stmrie administration* of N-nimxio 
compounds to infant anlmnle can result In 
high tumor incidences when the animals 
reach adulthood. Shank, p. 363. Dlmethyl- 
aud dlethylnttroaamlne are N-nltroso com¬ 
pounds and are hepatotoxins causing oeutrl- 
lobular necrosis with hemorrhages in 24 43 
hours, death occur* in 3-4 days or the ani¬ 
mal* survive and recover completely in ap¬ 
proximately three weeks. Shank, p. 362. 

24. Experience indicate* that chemical* 
that are carcinogenic In animals are also car¬ 
cinogenic in people end vice versa. Ahart. p. 
7; therefore, nltrowimlnes aro highly suspect 
human carcinogen*.

Quarles, Deputy Administrator of the Envi¬ 
ronmental Protection Agency before peti¬ 
tioner Subcommittee on Investigations and 
Oversight, September 20, 1976, p 1. 


25. N-nltroso compounds are acutely toxic 
to every animal specie* tented and to man; in 
all specie* observed, the pathology demon¬ 
strates similar lesions in target organs SAB 
Report, p. 29. 

26. Since no animal specie* bo far tested 
has proved resistant to one or more carcino¬ 
genic nitroaamines. It Is highly probable that 
man Is susceptible. SAB Report, p. 11. 

27. Despite the Inconclusive nature of the 
scientific work done on N-nltroso compounds, 
biochemical studies of the nltrosomine group 
and toxicological studies of their effects In 
animal systems make it reasonable to con¬ 
sider them as probable human carcinogens, 
and their environmental distribution sug¬ 
gests a possible contribution to some of the 
epidemiologic features of certain human can¬ 
cers.

35. NDMA at concent ration levels as high 
as 0.06•* In herbicides formulated for home 
use may lead to human exposures many 
order* of magnitude In excess of that attrib¬ 
utable to exposures from nitrite preserved 
foods ar from tobacoo smoke. “Determination 
of N-Nltroso Pesticides In Aid. Water and 
Soli' . Report by David Fine, et al.. Septem¬ 
ber 2. 1976. p. 6 (Hereafter “Fine Report'*.) 

Tut Enviuonmxnt and In Vivo Nitxosation 

36. In vivo nttrosation reactions could very 
conceivably contribute a body burden greater 
than the combined contributions of air con¬ 
tamination. Inhalation of tobacoo smoke and 
fried bacon In the diet. SAB Report, p. 1, 

37. If nitrosatlon in vivo occur*, then hu¬ 
man exposure to precursors of N-nltroso 
compounds may be of considerable impor¬ 
tance. SAB Report, p. 1. 

36. Precursor* (secondary amines and 
nitrite) are ubiquitous In soils and water 
and are readily formed from other nitroge¬ 
nous compounds. Amine* are present in soils 
as a result of biological decomposition of 
natural organic materials such os crop res¬ 
idues. animal manures, sewage sludge or soil 
humus and as a result of nitrogen-contain¬ 


ing pesticides. SAB Report, pp. 19. 26. Since 
low concentrations of secondary amines and 
nitrite are present In most soils and water*, 
the potential for formation of nttrosamlne* 
exists.

39. Recent studies suggest that, once 
formed, nitroaamines may persist in natural 
environments for substantia! periods of time 
and may thus be significant hazards.

43. KDPA Is an N-nltroso compound, and 
Is a nitro«amine. Pine Report. 

44. NDP A was found to be present at the 
164,000 port per billion level In Treflan by 
the Fine team. The Identity of NDPA in 
Treflan was confirmed by three independent 
laboratories. Flue Report, p. 4. 

46. 21 million pounds Al o t Treflan were 
produced In 1972. “Production. Distribution. 
Use and Environmental Impact Potential of 
Selected Peetlcldee**. Office of Pesticide Pro¬ 
grams, EPA. 1976. p, 200. (Hereafter referred 
to as “OPP Report**.) 

46. Treflan Is a preemergence herbicide ap¬ 
plied broadcast by ground equipment and 
soil-Incorporated. OPP Report, p. 260. 

47. Treflan** target crops are soybeans, cot¬ 
ton. Spanish peanuts, bean*, sugar beets, 
sugarcane, and many other field and vege¬ 
table crop*. It Is registered for u*e on more 
than 80 crops. OPP Report, p. 258. 

48. Treflan Is used 60% on Soybeans. 30% 
on ootton. and 10% on other usages, OPP 
Report, p. 258. 

49. Treflan Is urod once per season, mostly 
in the spring, although there are some fall 
applications. OPP Report, p. 260. 

50 In Arizona In 1974, approximately 
426.700 acres of cotton were planted and har¬ 
vested and In 1975. approximately 298,000 
acres of cotton were planted and harvested 
In that state. 1975 Arizona Agricultural Sta¬ 
tistics Reporting Service. 

51. In 1974 approximately 200,000 lb*, of 
Treflan and In 1975 approximately 181.400 
lbs. of Treflan were used in Arizona. Figures 
published by Cooperative Extension Service. 
University of Arizona (September 1 . 1976) 

82 Upon Information and belief, approx¬ 
imately sixty percent <60' ) of all cotton 
grown In Arozlna l* treated with Treflan 

63. The Arizona Department of Economic 
Security has estimated that approximately 
8.228 farmworker* were engaged In agricul¬ 
tural work directly Involving cotton in Ari¬ 
zona In 1975 < Department of Economic Se¬ 
curity Form B8 223). This estimate is ad¬ 
mittedly low; other estimates suggest that 
the actual total number of farmworker* who 
worked lu Arizona cotton in 1976 approaches 
18,000. Many of the*e farmworker* are women 
and children. 

64. These farmworkers chop and thin the 
weeds from the cotton field, irrigate the 
fields and operate the machinery which ap¬ 
plies Treflan to the soil. They are not pro- 
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vtded with any special protective clothing to 
prevent or limit exposure to potentially 
dangerous pesticides, herbicides and the like. 
Thev often wear tennU shoes without socks. 

65. When these farmworkers arc In the 
cotton field, dust laden with Treflan is blown 
about by the wind And la inhaled by the 
workers. When the cotton Is weeded, workers 
put their hands In the soil treated with 
Treflan and are thereby exposedy Further, 
since neither protective gloves nor water to 
wash their hands is supplied, these workers 
eat their lunch, and ofton consume drinking 
water with their unwashed hands. 

56. Tractor operators hare the highest de¬ 
gree of exposure to Treflan since they must 
apply the pesticide and then disk it Into the 
ground soon after application: the disking 
raises a great deal of dust which is inhaled 
or cornea to rest on the worker 4 * * skin, cov¬ 
ering his entire body. It Is entlmated that 
theee tractor drivers number about 2.000. 
These tractor drivers also handle the Treflan, 
and put It In the sprayers. 

67. Approximately the same number of 
migrant farmworker* will be employed tn 
cotton in Arizona in 1977 and subsequent 
years and. like petitioners, will be exposed 
to Treflan in the same fashion. 

NJ Treflan U additionally hazardous be¬ 
cause of the likelihood of precursors to 
nit. roes mines In the Arizona cotton soil. 

69. There exist other herbicides which can 
replace the dangerous use of Treflan: nltra- 
lln (Planarln). dlnltramlne (Oorbex*, chlor- 
amben (Amlbex). llnuron (Lorox), vernolate 
(Vcrnara), florodlfen (Preforman. Boyex). 
chlorobromuron (Maloran. Bmmex). dl- 
phenamtd (Enldo). and others OPP Report. 

p. 262. 

Coivcs.tnnoM 

The continued use of nltroaamine-con¬ 
taining herbicides will have an unreasonable 
adverse effect on the environment snd con¬ 
stitutes an Imminent hazard to man during 
the time required for cancellation. The 
risks Involved in the case of Trysben 200, 
BeniAc and Treflan far outweigh their bene¬ 
fit* when viewed In light of the facts that: 
(a) these three herbicides have been found 
to contain significant quantities of nltrosa- 
mlnee: (b) nltrosamines are known to be 
potent carcinogens: and <c) there la a high 
risk of human exposure to these herbicides 
in both agricultural and garden uae. More¬ 
over. thero are many, leas harmful alterna¬ 
tives to the use of these herbicides. 

Wherefore. Petitioners pray that the En¬ 
vironmental Protection Agency commence 
proceedings under 7 U£ C. I 136d to suspend 
the registrations of Trysben 200. Benzac and 
Treflan until final cancellation proceedings 
ran be completed, and grant such other and 
further relief a* may be appropriate.

Designating Matter for Hearing 

In the matter of Western States Tele¬ 
phone Co.. Los Angeles. California. Com¬ 
plainant v. American Telephone & Tele¬ 
graph Co. < AT&T). Pacific Telephone 
and Telegraph Co.. Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Co.. New York Telephone Co.. 
Bell Telephone Company of Nevada. 
General Telephone and Electronics

pany of Florida, Defendants.

1. Tlie Commission has before it a 
formal complaint filed September 19, 
1966, pursuant to sections 201-209 of the 
Communications Act of 1934, as amend¬ 
ed, against the above-named defendants 
in which complainant alleges that the 
defendants have violated Sections 201 
and 202 of the Act by taking certain ac¬ 
tions designed to prevent telephone cus¬ 
tomers from connecting simulated an¬ 
tique French cradle-type telephones dis¬ 
tributed by complainant to the tele¬ 
phone facilities of defendants. At the 
time the complaint was filed, and for 
more Umn a year prior thereto, defend¬ 
ants' tariff prohibited customers from 
connecting the inner electrical compo¬ 
nents of complainant's telephone to de¬ 
fendants' interstate message toll tele¬ 
phone service (MTS) facilities. 1 How¬ 
ever, the tariff permitted customers to 
use that portion of complainant's tele¬ 
phone that consisted of the outer dec¬ 
orative enclosures so long as the inner 
electrical components were provided and 
maintained by the telephone company. 
The complaint alleged that as a result 
of the aforesaid actions of defendants, 
complainant liad sustained damages in 
the amount of $3 million and. If said ac¬ 
tions of defendants were permitted to 
continue, it would sustain further dam¬ 
ages. It requests such monetary damages 
and injunctive relief as appropriate.* 
Thus, the complaint is both prospective 
and retrospective In nature. It seeks 
changes in the practices of the defend¬ 
ants for the present and the future and 
it also seeks damages for alleged past law 
violations. Action on this complaint has 
been deferred pending resolution of cer¬ 
tain related questions in other proceed-

Ings (both formnl and informal! before 
this Commission. 

2. A brief historical review of related 
proceedings is helpful in placing West¬ 
ern's complaint in its proper perspective. 
Subsequent to the filing of the complaint 
herein, the Commission issued its Carter- 
tone decision * which, relying on the hold¬ 
ing in Hush-A-Phone.* found that a de¬ 
vice used to interconnect mobile radio 
systems to the interstate nnd foreign 
message telecommunications svstem filled 
a need, that its use did not adversely 
affect the telephone system, and that 
the AT&T tariff prohibiting its use was 
unreav^nnM'* and unlawful within the 
meaning of Section 20Kb> of the Com¬ 
munications Act of 1934 because it made 
no distinction between harmless and 
harmful device*. We also made It clear 
that the tariff had been unlawful since 
its inception.* and that our Carterfone 
decision was not limited to the Carter¬ 
fone device p*T se. but was rather a 
broad enunciation of policy requiring de¬ 
letion of the unlawful tariff/ 

3. We did not prescribe the terms of 
the tariff revisions required to satisfy the 
Carterfone poliev. but left that to the Ini¬ 
tiative of the telephone company. How¬ 
ever the Carterfone decision placed the 
burden of proof upon the carriers—not 
the users or this Commission—to demon¬ 
strate that a particular unit or class of 
customer-provided equipment would 
cau*e either technical or econorate harm 
to the telephone network. AT&T filed re¬ 
vised tari^s on behalf of Itself and con¬ 
cerned interstate carriers, which gener¬ 
ally allowed the interconnection of 
customer-provided equipment through 
the use of carrier-supplied connecting ar¬ 
rangements subject to certain technical 
requirements and. if required, network 
control signalling units supplied by the 
telephone company. The tariffs became 
effective without an explicit ruling on 
their lawfulness/ In addition, the Com¬ 
mission instituted informal proceedings 
to obtain technical and operational data 
to assist its evaluation of the public in¬ 
terest factors involved in liberalizing the 
network control signalling unit and con¬ 
necting arrangement provisions of the 
revised tariffs. 

4. Shortly after the commencement of 
the informal proceedings, we adopted a 
Memorandum Opinion and Order with 
respect to Western’s complaint/ In that

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order, we recognized both the prospective 
‘seeking changes tn AT&T's tariffs and 
practices) and retrospective (seeking 
damages) aspects of Western's complaint. 
With respect to the prospective aspects 
of the complaint, we found that what 
Western was seeking was a change in 
AT&T's tariffs which would offer service 
permitting Interconnection without the 
network control signalling unit. We said 
that the then recent Carterfone case did 
not resolve this question but that in¬ 
formal Industry meetings were being held 
to look into that matter. Thus wc de¬ 
cided to defer aetkm on the prospective 
aspects of the complaint pending the out¬ 
come of such Informal proceedings. We 
also decided to "defer consideration of 
I the retrospective aspects) of the com¬ 
plaint. including the claim for damages, 
until we have determined the extent to 
which and the conditions under which 
subscribers may. consistent with the pub¬ 
lic interest, provide their own network 
control signalling devices. Including tele¬ 
phone instruments such as those o* * 
complainant." • 

5. The informal proceedings eventually 
led to formal proceedings. On June 14. 
1972. wc Instituted Docket No. 1952#. by 
Notice of Inquiry and Proposed Rule 
Making/ 4 to determine whether and un¬ 
der what terms, conditions, or limitations 
the Interstate MTS and WATS tariffs 
should be revised to allow customers to 
have the option of furnishing any needed 
network control signalling units and 
connecting arrangements (or the func¬ 
tional equivalent thereof), and to deter¬ 
mine what rules, if any. the Commission 
should adopt with respect to the fore¬ 
going. In our decision In Docket No. 
19528, we found that: 

the present tariff provisions requiring the 
use of carrier-supplied connecting arrange¬ 
ment* Impose an unnecessarily restrictive 
limitation on the customer's right to make 
reasonable use of the services and radllUea 
furnished by the carriers. |and | they con¬ 
stitute an unjust and unreasonable discrimi¬ 
nation both among users (or classes of users) 
and among suppliers of terminal equip¬ 
ments 

As a result of these findings, we estab¬ 
lished a registration program designed 
to allow users of the nationwide tele¬ 
phone network to connect terminal 
equipment to the network without the 
need for carrier-supplied protective cou¬ 
plers. provided that such equipment 
complies with standards Incorporated 
Into the registration program to protect 
the network against harm. The reglstra-

tlon program is now in effect for data 
and ancillary equipment. 11 

6. With the conclusion of Docket No. 
19528.“ It Is now appropriate to once 
again consider Western's complaint. As a 
result of tile conclusions in Docket No. 
19528 set out in the previous paragraph 
and the establishment of the FCC s reg¬ 
istration program, the prospective as¬ 
pects of Western's complaint appear to 
have been mooted. However, the retro¬ 
spective aspects of the complaint (seek¬ 
ing damages) are now ripe for consid¬ 
eration. 

7. Accordingly, it is ordered that, pur¬ 
suant to Sections 4(i), 4<J>. 201-209. and 
409 of tho Communications Act of 1934. 
as amended, the above-captioned com¬ 
plaint of Wes ten States Telephone Com¬ 
pany is designated for hearing on the 
issue of what damages, if any. should be 
awarded to Western States Telephone 
Company as a result of the enforcement 
by defendants of tariffs which have been 
found to be unlawful in our decisions In 
Carterfone and Interstate and Foreign 
Message Toll Telephone Service. 

8. It is further ordered that the hear¬ 
ing in this proceeding shall be held be¬ 
fore an Administrative Law Judge at a 
time and place to be specified by sub¬ 
sequent order; and that such Adminis¬ 
trative Law Judge shall upon closing of 
the record prepare and issue an Initial 
decision, which shall be subject to the 
submittal of exceptions and requests for 
oral argument as provided in 69 1 276 
and 1.277 of the Commission's Rules (47 
CFR 1.276 and 1/277). after which the 
Commission shall issue Its decision as 
provided in 1 1.282 of the Commission's 
Rules (47 CFR 1.282). 

9. It Is further ordered that Western

On October 7. 1976 Consumer* Union of 
United States. Inc. (Consumers Union) fllrd 
an Application In which It requests that the 
Federal Energy Administration appoint a 
Special Public Counsel for the purpose of 
representing the interests of consumers in 
certain proceedings before the FEA Office of 
Exceptions and Appeals. The proceedings to 
which Consumers Union refers Involve Ap¬ 
plications for Exception from those provi¬ 
sions of the FEA Mandatory Petroleum Price 
Regulations which required refiners during 
1976 and January 1976 to regard increased 
product costs as having been recovered prior 
to the recovery of any Increased non-product 
costs. As of February 17. 1977 eight refiners 
had filed exception applications which, If 
granted, would permit each firm to calculate 
IU recovery of Increased non-product costa 
during 1975 and January 1976 In a manner 
which In different from the method required 
under the regulatory provisions that were In 
effect prior to February 1, 1076.* The Applica¬ 
tion filed by Consumers Union seeks a type 
of extraordinary ass Is lance which la not spe¬ 
cifically provided for in the FEA Regulations. 
Consequently, we have determined that the 
Consumers Union submission should bo con¬ 
strued as a Petition for Special Redress : 

Consumers Union Is a non-profit member- 
411 Ip organization chartered In 1936 under 
the laws of the State of New York to provide 
Information, education and counsel with 
respect to consumer goods and services and 
the management of the family income. Con¬ 
sumers Union's income Is derived solely from 
the sale of Consumer Reports, other publica¬ 
tions and films. In IU Petition for Special 


The eight firms which have filed excep¬ 
tion applications are the Apco Oil Corpora¬ 
tion; Exxon Company, VjS A.: Southland Oil 
Company; TOSCO Corporation (Lion OiJ 
Company); Continental OH Company; Shell 
Oil Company; ChamplJn Petroleum Com¬ 
pany; and Amoco Oil Company. 

'Pursuant to Section 21(b) of the Federal 
Energy Administration Act of 1974— 

Any person, adversely affected by any or¬ 
der. rule, or regulation issued by the Admin¬ 
istrator In carrying out the functions as¬ 
signed to him under this Act. may petition 
the Administrator for special mlreas, relief, 
or other extraordinary assistance, apart from, 
or In addition to, any right or prlvllego to 
seek redress of grievances provided in sec¬ 
tion 7. 
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Redress, Consumers Union contend* that the 
FEA appears to havo prejudged the merit* of 
exception applications of the nature de¬ 
scribed above and that consequently the 
agency should take steps to ensure that the 
determinations reached are fair both In fact 
and in appearanee. Consumers Union also 
asserts that since the approval of exception 
relief could Involve substantial sums of 
money, consumers have a Tery significant 
financial lnter**rt In these particular ex¬ 
ception proceeding*, Consumers Union 
claims that It is therefore extremely impor¬ 
tant that the public participate In the pro¬ 
ceedings so that a determination in each 
case can be made on the basis of a fully 
developed record. According to Consumers 
Union, consumer organization* do not have 
the resource* necessary to participate effec¬ 
tively in the proceedings Consumers Union 
therefore urges that the FEA fund a Special 
Public Counsel to ensure that the Interests 
of the public are effectively represented. 

In general, the FEA has viewed os Its 
responsibility the protection of the Interests 
of all segments of the public In agency de¬ 
termination*. Tl»u*. the FEA has never before 
umixed the procedure requested by Con¬ 
sumers Union of appointing a Special Public 
Counsel for the purpose of representing the 
In to rents of consumers In a particular pro¬ 
ceeding or type of proceeding. Instead, the 
FEA has sought in the adjudicatory process 
to weigh consumer interests in reaching a 
determination In ail proceedings. 

However, the Applications for Exception 
described above arose In an unusual manner 
and the FEA Itself had a large part in 
prompting those submission*. As we Indi¬ 
cated previously, prior to amendments to the 
refiner price regulations set forth in 10 CFR. 
Part 212. Subpart K, which were effective as 
of February 1. 1076.* a refiner was required 
to ooiuilder increased product costa as having 
been recovered prior to the recovery of any 
increased non-product costa (“sequential re¬ 
covery") In calculating the amount of In¬ 
creased product and non-product coats that 
It had recovered. These calculations are an 
essential element In determining the maxi¬ 
mum permissible selling prices which a firm 
may charge for the covered product* which 
It sells and the amount of increased costs 
that is available to be carried forward as 
“banked** costs for recovery In future periods. 
The applicable regulations prohibited the 
banking of unrecovered Increased non-prod¬ 
uct costs. 10 CFR 212.83(e)(9) (deleted In 
41 FR 15330 (April 12. 1976)). Thus, alt In¬ 
creased product costa were required to be 
passed through first and any Increased non- 
product costs which were not recovered could 
not be reflected in the selling prices charged 
in subsequent months. The FEA Regulations 
also provded that a refiner could pass 
through It* Increased non-product costs only 
IX it* profit margin In the current fiscal year 
did not exceed Its base period profit margin. 
10 CFR 212.11 (deleted In 41 FR 9067 
(March 3. 1976)). 

On August 3. 1976 the FEA itself pro¬ 
posed a "class exception** to permit refiners 
which had not been constrained during 1976 
by the profit margin limitation to compute 
their recoveries of Increased non-product 
coats under a proportional method from 
January 1975 through January 1976 rather 
than under the sequential method required

by the FEA Regulations/ 41 Fed Reg 33282 
(August 9. 1976). In proposing the class ex¬ 
ception. the FEA Indicated that it had be¬ 
come aware that a Urge number of refiners 
had determined their selling prices by re¬ 
garding Increased non-product costs as hav¬ 
ing been recovered on a proportional basis or 
as having been recovered prior to the recov¬ 
ery of any Increased product cost*. In this 
regard, the FEA »tated that: 

To enforce the regulations as requiring 
recovery of all Increased product coats prior 
to the recovery of any in creased non-product 
costs during the period January 1. 1975 
through January 31. 1976—thus resulting In 
potentially maar.ive refunds or “bank" re¬ 
ductions—could have a drastic effect ou 
cash resources of refiners who In good faith 
set price* based on the “proportional" Inter¬ 
pretation of the regulations 

If firms were to be required to apply In¬ 
dividually for exceptions relief. FEA be¬ 
lieves that a significant number of refinem 
would apply and be eligible for such relief 
on the basis of serious hardship or gross in¬ 
equity. Id. 

On September 30. 1976 the FEA clalrfled 
It* proposal with respect to the class excep¬ 
tion. stating that: 

Tire preeent proceeding does not constitute 
a true class exception proceeding • • • since 
each party which seeks to be benefited by the 
approval or exception relief has already or 
will make a specific appearance in the pro¬ 
ceeding and will submit appropriate data 
to demonstrate on an individual basts that 
It U subject to an alleged serious hardship 
or grows inequity. Consequently, it 1* un¬ 
likely that any participant In the proceed¬ 
ing will be attempting to establish that re¬ 
lief should be afforded to all members of a 
class. Rather, each firm which is allegedly 
experiencing the serious hardship or grata 
inequity Is or will Appear on it* own behalf 
in the proceeding. 

The nature of this proceeding, therefore, 
although termed a “class exception." Is more 
accurately described as an Invitation to all 
refiners to apply for individual exception re¬ 
lief within the scope of a consolidated excep¬ 
tions proceeding. 41 FR 43953 (October 5, 
1976). 

Thu*, the FEA played a significant part in 
initiating the exception proceeding* referred 
to In the Consumer* Union Petition. 

Moreover, the data which the FEA obtained 
from refiners at the Urns It was considering 
lbs class exception indicated that there U 
a substantial monetary difference between 
the calculation of cost recovery under the 
sequential method authorized by the FEA 
Regulation* and the calculation of coat 
recovery under the proportional method 
utilized by a considerable number of firm* 
during the January i, 1978 through January 
31. 1970 period. On an aggregate basis, the 
data provided by the 104 refiners which re¬ 
sponded to the FKA*» request for Information 
showed that the amount of increased non¬ 
product costa permitted to be recovered 
under the proportional Interpretation of the 
price regulations was $3.6 billion, or 1.7 cents 
per gallon, while the amount permitted to be 
recovered under the sequential Interpretation 


•Under the proportional method of com¬ 
puting costa recovery, a portion of each type 
of Increased coats—product and nonprod¬ 
uct—U deemed to have been recovered In 
prices charged by a refiner whether or not 
all available increased product costa had first 
been recovered. 


was $2.4 billion, or 1.1 cent* per gallon. -The 
amount of increased non-product costs ac¬ 
tually reflected In selling prices during the 
period was. according to the data furnished 
to the FEA. $3.7 billion, or 1.7 cents per 
gallon, which I* substantially higher than 
the $2.4 billion permitted to be recovered 
under the method specified In the FEA Reg¬ 
ulations during the January 1, 1975 through 
January 31. 1976 period. See "Proposed Class 
Exception on Passthrough of Increased Non- 
Product Casta by Refiners Before February 
1. 1976—Result* of Refiner Survey**, supra 
note 6. Thus, It Is clear that the approval 
of exception relief which would effectively 
relieve firms of any responsibility to make 
restitution resulting from the use of an In¬ 
correct method of coat recovery could Involve 
very large gums of money. 

In view of the unusual history leading to 
the exception proceedings which have been 
initiated and the highly significant monetary 
value of the type of relief being requested, 
we have concluded that It would be most 
desirable Ui this particular case to provide 
the nccemary financial ansULance to ensure 
that intenrenors who represent consumer 
Interest* are able to fully participate In the 
exception proceedings. 

However, the expenditure of funds by a 
federal agency can only be made pursuant 
to a specific statutory mandate. That require¬ 
ment applies of course to the use of public 
funds to secure consumer representation in 
FEA exception proceedings In this regard 
the Emergency Petroleum Allocation Act of 
1973 (KPAA. Pub. L. 93-150). as amended, 
and the Federal Energy Administration Act 
of 1974 (PEAA, Pub, L 93-275). as amended, 
provide ample authority for concluding that 
the FKA’s mandates Include a responsibility 
to take Into account the interest* of con¬ 
sumers of petroleum product*. Section 4(b) 
<1)(F) of the EPAA (specifies that the regu¬ 
lations promulgated by the FEA are, to the 
maximum extent practicable, to provide for 
the "equitable distribution of crude oil. 
residual fuel oil. and refined petroleum 
products at equitable prices among all re¬ 
gions and are** of the United States and 
sec tom of the petroleum Industry. Including 
independent refiners, small refiners, non- 
branded Independent marketers, branded 
Independent marketers, and among all 
users". Section 5(b) (5) of the FRAA direct* 
the Administrator of the Federal Energy Ad¬ 
ministration to "promote stability In energy 
prices to the consumer, promote free and 
open competition In all aspect* of the energy 
field, prevent unreasonable profit* within th* 
various segment* of the energy Industry, and 
promote free enterprise**. 

The exception proceedings to which Con¬ 
sumers Union refers In tta Petition will cer¬ 
tainly have a very significant Impact on con¬ 
sumers of petroleum products. Under the 
particular circumstances presented In this 
matter and in view of the statutory responsi¬ 
bilities of the FEA with respect to consumer 
Interest*, a strong argument has been made 
that the use of public funds would be war¬ 
ranted to ensure that consumer Interests are 
effectively and fully represented In the ex¬ 
ception proceedings relating to the pass¬ 
through of Increased non-product cost©

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Although the effective implementation of 
the statutory objectives which the FEA has 
been directed to further might well require 
the use of public funds to ensure the direct 
representation of consumer views in the non¬ 
product cost exception proceedings, the speci¬ 
fic mechanism which Consumers Union pro¬ 
poses to secure that representation does 
not appear to be consistent with prior deter* 
ml nations reached by the Comptroller Gen¬ 
eral of the United States. In tU Petition, 
Consumers Union appears to be requesting 
that the FEA designate an entity which Is 
outside the agency itself aa a "Special Public 
Counsel." In a Decision which he Issued to 
the Nuclear Regulatory Commission (NRC) 
on February 19, 19715, Decision B-92288, the 
Comptroller General held that **• • • |Nlo 
authority exists for NRC to supply funds for 
an independent Public Counsel outside of the 
regulatory agency." However, in that same 
Decision the Comptroller General alao held 
that under certain conditions the NRC could 
provide financial assistance to intervenors In 
an adjudicatory proceeding before it. Ac¬ 
cording to the Decision: 

NRC has the statutory authority to facili¬ 
tate pubtlc participation in its proceedings by 
using Its own funds to reimburse inter- 
venom when (1) it believes that such partic¬ 
ipation Is required by statute or necessary 
to represent adequately opposing points of 
view on a matter, and (2) when it finds that 
the Intervener ta Indigent or otherwise unable 
to bear the financial costa of participation in 
the proceedings 

• • • Under the broad mandate to NRC to 
Issue commercial licenses for the utilization 
and production of atomic materials "subject 
to such conditions as the Commission may 
by rule or regulation establish to effectuate 
the purposes and provisions of this chapter" 
(chapter 10 of the Act of August 30, 1054, as 
amended, supra. 43 UB.C. 2133(a) (1970)), It 
would appear that the Commission has con¬ 
siderable regulatory flexibility. Thus, as dis¬ 
cussed above, if the Commission should find 
It necessary to the commercial licensing 
process to establish some form of assistance 
to participants. Including intervenors. who 
otherwise could not afford to participate, It 
may do to. 

The statutory objectives which the FEA !s 
directed to further are certainly aa broad as 
those of the NRC and there Is every reason 
to believe that the Comptroller General's 
determination would apply equally to the 
FEA. 

The determination which the Comptroller 
General reached In the February 19. 1976 De¬ 
cision was restated in a somewhat different 
form in a determination which he Issued 
on May 10, 1976 In response to an Inquiry 
from Representative John E. Moss. Chair¬ 
man of the Oversight and Investigations 
subcommittee. Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce. House of Representa¬ 
tives. 4 In response to Representative Maes* 


•The Comptroller Oenerals letter Is in¬ 
cluded in a Pehesal Resist ra notice in which 
the Food and Drug Administration proposed 
consideration of a rule to provide for the 
funding of public participation in agency 
proceedings. See 4! FR 36666 (August 26. 
1976). The letter sets forth the Comptroller 
Oeneral's opinion as to whether public par¬ 
ticipants in proceedings before the following 
agencies may be afforded certain types of 
a/uiUtanoe: The Federal Communications 
Commission, the Federal Trade Commission, 
the Federal Power Commission, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, the Consumer Prod¬ 
uct Safety Commission, the Securities and 
Exchange Commission, the Food and Drug 
Administration, the Environmental Protec¬ 
tion Agency and the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration. 


Inquiry aa to whether funds could be pro¬ 
vided directly to public participants in pro¬ 
ceedings before certain agencies, the Comp¬ 
troller Oeneral stated that: 

• • • Appropriated funds of each agency 
may be used to finance the costs of par¬ 
ticipants In agency hearings whenever the 
agency finds that It cannot make the re¬ 
quired determination unless It extends 
financial assistance to certain interested par¬ 
ties who require It and whose representation 
Is necessary to dispose of the matter before 
It. and (2) the party la indigent or other¬ 
wise unable to finance Its participation • • •, 

We would like to emphasize • • • that 
St la within the discretion o i each Indi¬ 
vidual agency to determine whether the 
participation of the particular party In¬ 
volved is necessary In order for It to 
properly carry out tU functions and whether 
the party U Indigent or otherwise unable to 
finance Its participation. 

As wc discussed above, the FEA'a Involve¬ 
ment In the matters presented for resolution 
In the exception applications relating to the 
passthrough of Increased non-product coats 
prior to February 1, 1976 has been somewhat 
unusual. Under the circumstances and In 
view of the fact that the disposition of those 
matters could have a significant impact on 
consumers of petroleum products, It la our 
Judgment that the participation of a con¬ 
sumer representative In the exception pro¬ 
ceedings which have already been initiated 
might well be neceauury to ensure that the 
views of all parties affected by the proceed¬ 
ings are fully considered In the determina¬ 
tion* which are reached. In order to secure 
that type of consumer representation in the 
manner which the Comptroller General de¬ 
termined to be proper, we will permit any 
non-profit organization that wishes to Inter¬ 
vene in the eight exception proceedings that 
have been submitted as of the present date 
to file a special application to intervene. The 
organizations Involved may alao submit ap¬ 
propriate documentation which establishes 
that they would not be able to finance their 
participation in the exception proceedings 
unless they receive financial assistance from 
the FEA to do so. Upon receiving the applica¬ 
tions to Intervene and any request for finan¬ 
cial assistance that might be submitted in 
conjunction with % such an application, the 
FEA will arrive at a final determination on 
the basis of the argument* and data pre¬ 
sented aa to whether any such Intervention 
on behalf of consumer Interests Is necessary 
to adequately represent opposing points of 
view in the exception proceedings. If the 
conclusion Is reached that intervention is 
necessary a further determination will then 
bo made as to whether the extension of fi¬ 
nancial assistance Is necessary to secure the 
appropriate Intervention on behalf of con¬ 
sumer interests. If the conclusion to Then 
reached on the basis of the arguments and 
data presented in applications for interven¬ 
tion and any request for financial assistance 
that consumer representation in this matter 
to necessary to represent adequately opposing 
points of view, that a satisfactory applica¬ 
tion has been submitted to Intervene on be¬ 
half of consumers by a non-profit organisa¬ 
tion whose principal function involves the 
protection of constimer interests and that it 
will be necessary to provide financial assist¬ 
ance In order to enable the organ!ration to 
participate in the matter, then reasonable 
and appropriate financial assistance will be 
made available to the organization involved. 

it U therefore ordered, that: (1) The Peti¬ 
tion for Special Redress filed by Consumers 
Union of United States. Inc. be and hereby 
to denied in the form submitted. The Peti¬ 
tion is however granted In the manner set 
forth below. 


(2) On or before March 7. 1977, Consumers 
Union as well as any other non-profit or¬ 
ganization whose principal function Involves 
the protection of consumers Interests may 
Ale a request to Intervene in the exception 
proceedings which have been filed aa of the 
present date In which relief Is sought by 
certain refiners from the FEA regulatory pro¬ 
visions governing the calculation of the re¬ 
covery of Increased non-product coats during 
the period January 1. 1976 through January 
31. 1976. At the same time that It files Its 
request to Intervene, any such organization 
may also file a further request that public 
funds be made available to it by the FEA 
to assist It in adequately representing the 
views of consumers In the exception pro¬ 
ceedings. That request shall be accompanied 
by documentation which establishes that, 
unless the requested financial assistance Is 
provided, the organization involved will be 
unable to bear the financial costa of partici¬ 
pation In tho proceedings. The documents 
referred to in this Paragraph shall be Died 
with the FEA Office of Exceptlotin and Ap¬ 
peals. 

(3) If the FEA Office of Exception* and 
Appeals concludes that the application to 
Intervene referred to in the previous Para¬ 
graph of this Order Is satisfactory in view 
of the principles established In this Decision 
and that the organization involved is an 
appropriate representative of consumer In¬ 
terests. then the Office of Exceptions and 
Appeals shall forthwith grout tho request to 
intervene. 

(4) If the Office of Exceptions and Oppeato 
further determines that the material which 
any such non-profit organization has sub¬ 
mitted satisfactorily establishes that con¬ 
sumer representation In the exception pro¬ 
ceedings to necessary In order to represent 
adequately opposing points of view, that the 
particular organization Involved to an ap¬ 
propriate representative of consumer inter¬ 
ests. that the organization has submitted a 
satisfactory application to Intervene on be¬ 
half of consumers and that the extension oS 
financial assistance to the organization 1s 
necessary to ensure that consumer interests 
are adequately represented in the exception 
proceedings, then the Office of Exceptions 
and Appeals shall take all reasonable and 
necessary measures to ensure that financial 
assistance to provided to the organization 
for the purpose of facilitating its participa¬ 
tion In the exception proceedings. 

(6) ThU to a final order of the Federal 
Energy Administration of which any ag¬ 
grieved party may seek Judicial review.

Order Granting Determination Under Bank 
Holding Company Act 

Standard Prudential Corporation 
(“Standard"). New York. New York, a 
bank holding company within the mean¬ 
ing of section 2(a) of the Bank Holding 
Company Act of 1950. as amended (12 
U.S.C. 1841(a)) ("Act"), has requested 
a determination, pursuant to section 
2(g)(3) of the Act (12 UAC. 1841(g) 
(3)). that Standard is not. in fact, capa¬ 
ble of controlling Uintah National Cor¬ 
poration ("Uintah"), Salt Lake City. 
Utah, notwithstanding the fact that 
Uintah is Indebted to Standard, in con¬ 
nection with Standard's indirect sale 
of 53 percent of the issued and outstand¬ 
ing voting shares of Talcott National 
Corporation ("Talcott"). New York. New 
York, to Uintah. 

Under the provisions of section 2(g) 
(3> of the Act (12 U.S.C. 1841(g)(3)), 
shares transferred after January 1,1966, 
by any bank holding company to a trans¬ 
feree that Is indebted to the transferor 
or has one or more officers, directors, 
trustees, or beneficiaries in common with 
or subject to control by the transferor, 
arc deemed to be Indirectly owned or 
controlled by the transferor unless the 
Board, after opportunity for hearing, de¬ 
termines that the transferor is not in fact 
capable of controlling the transferee. 

Standard has submitted to the Board 
evidence to support its contention that 
Standard does not in fact control Uintah. 

Notice of an opportunity for hearing 
with respect to Standard's request for a 
determination under section 2(g)(3) 
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was published on August 30. 1976 Ml FR 
36552 (1976)). The time provided for 
requesting a hearing has expired. No 
such request has been received by the 
Board . 

It Is hereby determined that Standard 
is not. in fact, capable of controlling 
Uintah. This determination is based up¬ 
on the evidence of record in thi3 matter, 
including the following facts. 

Standard has no common directors, 
officer*, or shareholders with Uintah. 
While the total purchase price of the 1.6 
million Tolcott shares that were trans¬ 
ferred was f6-9 million. $5.6 million of 
that price was paid by Uintah from funds 
borrowed from a consortium of six banks 
unrelated to Standard. Standard holds a 
$1.3 million subordinated note for the 
remainder. However, that note will not 
become due until one year after the $5.6 
million loan is paid to the consortium of 
banks. The note becomes due, assuming 
scheduled payments are made on the 
bank debt, June 30. 1982. At that point, 
the note becomes guaranteed by Individ¬ 
ual shareholders of Uintah. 

Uintah does not now own any income- 
producing assets (Talcott currently being 
prohibited by a revolving credit agree¬ 
ment with 127 banks from paying divi¬ 
dends on its common stock until 1978). 
A default on the $1.3 million note would 
not necessarily return the shares to 
Standard because none of the 1.6 million 
shares is pledged to Standard or Its sub¬ 
sidiaries. nor does Standnrd or any of its 
subsidiaries have any lien or security 
Interest in the shares. Sterling National 
Bank and Trust Company of New York 
("Sterling"). a subsidiary of Standard, is 
an Indirect participant in the afore¬ 
mentioned revolving credit agreement. 
However. Sterling's participation is less 
than .5 percent of the line and any voting 
rights Sterling may receive in the event 
of a default on the agreement would be 
Insignificant. 

Accordingly, it is ordered. That the 
request of Standard for a determination 
pursuant to section 2(g)(3) be and 
hereby Is granted. Any material change 
in the facts or circumstances relied upon 
by the Board in making this determina¬ 
tion could result in the Board reconsider¬ 
ing the determination made herein.

FEDERAL OPEN MARKET COMMITTEE 

Domestic Policy Directive of January 
17-18,1977 

In accordance with 8 271.5 of its rules 
regarding availability of information, 
there Is set forth below the Committee's 


Domestic Policy Directive Issued at Its 
meeting held on January 17-18, 1977.' 

The Information reviewed at this meeting 
suggests that growth in real output of goods 
and cervices slowed somewhat further In the 
fourth quarter, mainly because of a sharp 
decline in the rate of Inventory accumula¬ 
tion. In December retail sales Increased 
sharply, following strong gains In the pre¬ 
ceding 2 months Industrial production and 
total employment rose further, and the un¬ 
employment rate declined from 8.1 to 7 0 per¬ 
cent. The wholesale price Index for all com¬ 
modities rose substantially, reflecting a sharp 
Increase in average prices of farm products 
and foods; the rise In average prices of In¬ 
dustrial commodities slowed, owing largely 
to declines In prtc-s of fuels. The advance In 
the Index of average wage rates over recent 
months has remained below the rapid rate 
of Increase during 1975. 

The average value of the dollar against 
leading foreign currencies declined In De¬ 
cember but ha* since recovered somewhat. 
The oound rterllnr strengthened following 
negotiation of an TMF standby arrangement 
and of a medturn-term facility to offset re¬ 
duction* in official sterling balance*. In 
November the CB. foreign trade deficit In¬ 
creased. brtn*dng the Oetober-Wovember 
average deficit to about the third-quarter 
rm*e. 

M-l. which was unchanged In November, 
er^anded aopreclivhly In December: from the 
third to the fourth quarter growth In M-l 
wax moderate Inflows of the time and savings 
deposits Included In M-2 and M-3 were al¬ 
most as lanre In December as In November, 
and nrowth In these broader oiurrepate* wan 
substantial. Interest rates changed little In 
la*e IWember but recently have moved up. 

In It^ht of the foregoing developments, it 
1 h the notlcy of the Federal Ooen Market 
Committee to foster financial conditions that 
win eneonrare continued economic expan¬ 
sion whu«* residing Inflationary pressures 
and contributing to a sustainable pattern of 
Internationa! transactions. 

To Imoiemrnt this poller, while taking ac¬ 
count of rim’cionmcnts In domestic and Inter¬ 
national fin«no|n| markets, the Committee 
seeks to achieve bank reserve and money 
marv-t mndttjons consistent with moderate 
growth In monetary aggregate* over the 
period abesd.

Description or the Complaint 

The Complaint In this action, filed 
March 19. 1975. alleges that the defendants 
unlawfully combined and conspired to fix 
prices on rebrand gasoline In the western 
area of the United States during 1970 and 
1971. Named as defendants are Phillips Pe¬ 
troleum Company; Douglas Oil Company ol 
California; Powerlne Oil Company: Fletcher 
Oil 6c Refining Company. Inc.; Golden Eagle 
Refining Company. Inc.; and Macmillan 
Ring-Free OU Company. Inc. Rebrand gaso¬ 
line is defined to mean "gasoline sold for 
resale In service stations under a trademark 
or brand name not owned or controlled by 
an oil refiner.*’ The western area, as defined 
In the Complaint, covers the states of Cali¬ 
fornia, Oregon, Washington. Nevada, and 
Arizona In 1970 the defendants sold more 
than eight hundred million gallons of re¬ 
brand gasoline In the western area with a 
wholesale value in excess of 390 million. The 
derendAnta havo previously pleaded no con¬ 
test to criminal charges with respect to this 
alleged conspiracy.

JUDGMENT 

The proposed Consent Judgment defines 
rvbrmnd gasoline end western nrea as they 
are defined In the Complaint. The Judgment 
U applicable to each of the defendant* “and 
to each of lta officer*, agents, ©raployee*. sub¬ 
sidiaries, successors. and asslgus." It doe* 
not apply to activities and agreement* be¬ 
tween a defendant, and lta parent*, sub¬ 
sidiaries, and affiliate*. Because of the com¬ 
plex ownership of business entitle* controlled 
by the family member* who own defendant 
Power Inc. a special provision 1* Included de¬ 
fining these businesses as "affiliate*," In this 
regard, bunmeasea or trust* owned or con¬ 
trolled by an Individual—a llvtng human be¬ 
ing—who owns more than ten percent of 
Powerine's stock are also deemed to be affili¬ 
ates for purpose* of the Judgment only A 
letter from counsel for Powerine contains 
the representations regarding these owner¬ 
ship interest*. This document Is available for 
Inspection and copying as noted hereafter. 
The United State* concluded that because 
of the wide variety of forma of business or¬ 
ganization and ownership Interests, it was 
not feasible to deal with this problem In 
a provision with general applicability. We 
concluded that these businesses were, for 
moat purposes, operated as a single com¬ 
mercial enterprise and. therefore, agreements 
and activities among them should rim be 
subject to ih© provisions of this Judgmeut 

Section IV enjoins renewal of the type of 
conspiracy alleged in the Complaint. Spe- 
cideally. Section IV(A) enjoins each defend¬ 
ant from entering Into an agreement or 
undemtandlng with any other supplier of 
rebrand gasoline to fix prices of rebrand gaso¬ 
line sold to any third pemon In the western 
area, to fix or stabilize price differential* of 
rebrand gasoline sold to any third person In 
the western area, or to limit sales of rebrand, 
gasoline sold to any third person In the west¬ 
ern area These Injunction* run perpetually. 

Section rV(B) of the proposed Consent 
Judgment enjoins each of the defendant* 
for a period of ten ( 10) years from giving to 
or obtaining from any other supplier of re¬ 
brand gasoline an opinion or Information 
concerning the future price of rebrand gaso¬ 
line In the western area except In connec¬ 
tion with the negotiation of bona fide busi¬ 
ness transactions. 

Section V requires that each defendant 
file, for a period of five (5) year*, affidavits of 
persons having responsibility for pricing re¬ 
brand gasoline In the western area stating 
the company's compliance with the Injunc¬ 
tions of Section IV 

Section VI provides methods for deter¬ 
mining each defendant's compliance with the 
terms of the proposed Judgment. Officers, 
employees and agents of each defendant may 
be Interviewed by duly authorized repre¬ 
sentatives of the Deportment of Justice re¬ 
garding the defendant's compliance with the 
Judgment. Also, the Government la given 
access, upon reasonable notice, to the records 
of the defendants In order to examine them 
for possible violations of the Judgment. Re¬ 
ports on matters contained In the Judgment 
may also be required. 

Section vn of the proposed Judgment re¬ 
quire* defendants to deliver copies of the 
•Judgment to certain key employees, as well m 
to officers and directors.

It is the opinion of tho Department of 
Justice that the proposed Consent Judgment 
provides fully adequate provisions to precent

In the Department's view, disposition 
of the lawsuit without further litigation is 
appropriate since the proposed Judgment 
provides the relief which the Government 
sought in its Complaint: the additional ex¬

The prayer for relief In this action seeks 
a perpetual Injunction against each of the 
defendants enjoining them from continuing 
or reviving any conspiracy, plan, program or 
undemanding with "a similar purpose or 
effect." The purpose and effect of the con¬ 
spiracy alleged In the complaint was to fix the 
price of rebrand gasoline in the western area, 
and the proposed Judgment enjoins such 
activities. In addition, the prayer for relief 
seeks "such other and different" relief as 
may appear "Just and proper," The injunc¬ 
tions contained* in Sections IV <B) and (V) 
are responsive to this prayer; but In addition 
tho Government considered the following 
typ»a of additional relief; 

The Department of Justice considered In¬ 
sisting upon relief applicable to "automotive 
gasoline" rather than to rebrand gasoline. 
Each of the defendants la a refiner which 
sells gasoline, not only to rebranders but also 
through its own service stations. Since the 
allegation* of the Complaint, however, relate 
only to rebrand gasoline, and since the Gov¬ 
ernment did not develop evidence of price 
fixing with respect to gasoline other then 
reband gasoline, the Department concluded 
thnt limiting the relief to apply only to re¬ 
brand gasoline was appropriate in this caoe 

The Department of Ju»Uce also considered 
insisting upon relief which applied to the 
sale of rebrand gasoline anywhere In the 
United States. Such relief, however, was not 
deemed necemary In this cave. Plvo out of tho 
six defendants—Douglas. Powerine. Fletcher. 
Golden Eagle and Macmillan and Ring-Free— 
operate only In the western area Since It sold 
tts separate Tidewater Division. Phillip* op¬ 
erates primarily outside the western area, and 
the facts In this case did not Indicate involve¬ 
ment by Phillips' personnel whose reeponsl- 
bill tic* extend outside the western Area. 
Similarly, there was no evidence of partici¬ 
pation by officials of Continental Oil Com¬ 
pany. the nationwide marketer which is the 
parent corporation of Dougin* Under thew* 
circumstances, the Government concluded 
that limiting tho relief to the area where the 
conspiracy occurred provides an Adequate 
remedy for the violation and a sufficiently 
strong safeguard against it* recurrence. 

Section IV(B) of the Judgment enjoins the 
givtng or obtaining from a supplier of rebrand 
gasoline information or an opinion regard¬ 
ing the future price of rebrand gasoline In the 
western area. An exception is made for nego¬ 
tiations In connection with certain bona nde 
business transactions among the defendants. 
Consideration was given to expanding this 
provision to enjoin exchange or information 
or opinions as to current or past price* of re¬ 
brand gasoline. Consideration wo* also given 
to onjointng giving or receiving Information 
or opinions with respect to the supply of re¬ 
brand gasoline. In view of the numerous le¬ 
gitimate sale and exchange transactions 
among the companies, however, it was felt 
that such prohibitions would provide no 
genuine relief. 

Section V of the Judgment requires tliat 
persons "• • • who have direct personal re¬ 
sponsibility for establishing the prices 
charged by the defendant for rebrand gaso¬ 
line In the western area" file certifications. 
Tite Government considered requiring such 
certifications with respect to every price 


change and every quotation of a price for 
rebrand gasoline. However, since these 
changes and quotation* amount to many 
thousands per year, it was apparent that no 
useful purpose would be served by this repe¬ 
titious paperwork. Consideration was also 
given to who should make the certification* 
It was felt that the highest officials of the 
defendant companies might not have any 
real knowledge of the facts, and salesmen who 
actually book the order* probably have very 
little discretion or authority in pricing. Thus 
the formulatlou provided for In the Judgment 
is deemed to put the responsibility on the 
person with knowledge and authority. The 
Government withdrew Its proposal that a de¬ 
fendant be barred from continuing to employ 
any person found to have made a false affida¬ 
vit under this provision, since upon oonaldcr- 
atkm the proposal appeared unnecoemarUy 
severe. 

V 

Remedies Available to Potential Pbivatk 
Plaixtiits 

Any potential private plaintiffs who might 
have been damaged by the alleged violations 
will retain the same right to rue far monetary 
damages and any other legal and equitable 
remedies which they would have had were 
the proposed consent decree not entered. 
However, this Judgment may not be used a* 
prima facie evidence In private litigation 
pursuant to Section 6(a) of the Clayton Act, 
as amended. 15 U.8.C. 16(a). 

VI 

PBcrxptiaxs Availaole ron Modification or 
Consent Judgment 

Tho proposed Final Judgment Is subject 
to a Stipulation by and between the United 
State* and the defendants, which provides 
that the United States may withdraw Its 
consent to the proposed Final Judgment un¬ 
til tho Court ha* found that entry of tho 
propoeod Judgment Is in the public Interest. 
By its terms, the proposed Judgment pro¬ 
vides for retention of Jurisdiction of this 
action in order, among other things, to per¬ 
mit any of the parties thereto to apply to the 
Court for such orders as may be necessary 
or appropriate for its modification. 

As provided by the "Antitrust Procedures 
and Penalties Act," any person wishing to 
comment on the proposed Judgment muy 
do so during a sixty (60) day period by sub¬ 
mitting such comments in writing to Dwight 
B. Moore. Chief. Los Angeles Field Office. 
Antitrust Division, Department of Jxuitlce. 
1444 United States Court House. 312 North 
Spring Street. Los Angelas. California 00012. 
Such comments, together with responses 
thereto, will be filed with the Court and pub¬ 
lished in the Federal Rlgwtxs. The Depart¬ 
ment of Juntice will evaluate such comments 
and determine whether there la any reason 
for withdrawal of its consent to the proposed 
Final Judgment. 

Section 2(b) of the Antitrust Procedures 
and f^naltles Act. 16 U,8.C. 16(b). requires 
the United States to file with the Court and 
make available for inspection and copying 
"materials and document* which considered 
determinative in formulating such pro¬ 
posal • • The United Slate* Is therefore 
filing copies of a tetter from Richard T. 
Williams (counsel for Powerine Oil Com¬ 
pany), dated July 14, 1070, which letter de¬ 
scribed the numerous businesses owned or 
controlled by the principal owners of Power¬ 
ine, members of their families, and former 
spouses, which are operated for most pur¬ 
poses as a single business enterprise. The 
proposed consent Judgment doc* not adopt 
the language suggested In attachment < B) to 
this letter. The representations in the letter 
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wero. however, determinative on the point 
that a Hpcclal provision was required to deal 
with problems raised by this multiplicity 
of buslnees organization* and ownership 
arrangemenu. 

So other material* or documents are eon- 
aldered to have been determinative in for¬ 
mulating the proposed Content Judgment.

SAFETY RECOMMENDATIONS AND 
RESPONSES 

Availability and Receipt 

Aviation Safety Recommendations .— 
Certain problems regarding airman 
medical certification procedures, dis¬ 
covered during investigation of several 
recent accidents, have prompted the Na¬ 
tional Transportation Safety Board to 
issue four new safety recommendations. 
Nos. A-77-6 through A-77-8. to the Fed¬ 
eral Aviation Administration. 

The Safety Board stated that these 
problems demonstrate nonadherence to 
14 CFR Part 67 as well as a lack of 
quality control by Aviation Medical Ex¬ 
aminers and the FAA's Civil AeromedlcaJ 
Institute. The problems concern the Is¬ 
suance of a medical certificate to a pilot 
with deficient corrected vision, the re¬ 
sponsibility of medical certificate appli¬ 
cants to inform the medical examiner of 


certain restrictions governing their pre¬ 
vious medical certificate (statement of 
demonstrated ability), and inadequacies 
In the administration of hearing tests. 

To correct these deficiencies, the Safety 
Board by letter issued February 15 rec¬ 
ommended that the FAA— 

Develop procedure* that would enhance 
the quality control function* at the ClvU 
Acromedlcal Institute with respect to the 
medical certification of airmen. (A-77-5) 

Issue a Federal Air Surgeon’* Bulletin to 
emphasize to the aviation medical examiner* 
the need for quality oontrol and the need 
for adherence to the provisions of 14 CPR 
Part 67 and the Guide for Aviation Medical 
Examiners. (A-77-6) 

Amend 14 CFR Part 07 to require that all 
applicants for tlm- and second-class medical 
certificates b» administered periodically an 
audlometrlc hearing test. (A-77-7) 

Require that all medical certificate* be 
annotated appropriately when that certifi¬ 
cate 1* governed bv a statement of demon¬ 
strated ability. (A-77-8) 

Two other recommendations, Noe*. A- 
77-9 and A-77-10. were issued last week 
to the Federal Aviation Administration, 
these resulting from the Safetv Board's 
Investigation of a midair collision near 
Brighton. Florida, last September 13. The 
accident involved a Cessna 414 and a 
United States Air Force F-4E Phantom n 
fighter. The F-4E. one of a formation 
flight of three fighters from Homestead 
Air Force Base. Florida, was on a com¬ 
posite IFR-VFR flight plan to the Avon 
Park Restricted Area and return to 
Homestead. The Cessna 414 was operat¬ 
ing VFR. and the pilot had not filed a 
flight plan. 

Investigation of the midair collision 
revealed that it was accepted practice 
for military tactical flightcrcws from 
Homestead AFB to cancel IFR as soon as 
possible before reaching the clearance 
limit fix so that the pilots could descend 
below the Lake Placid Military Operating 
Area to obtain radio reports of essentia] 
gunnery range information. The fljght 
leader was required to call Avon Opera¬ 
tions to obtain this information. Since 
there was no communications land line 
between Avon Control and Miami Center, 
the Miami Air Route Traffic Control Cen¬ 
ter could not relay the Information. 

As a corrective measure, the Safety 
Board on February 10 recommended that 
the FAA— 

Establish direct linen of communication 
between appropriate air traffic control facili¬ 
ties and military tactical operations no that 
essential tactical Information can be relayed 
to military flight-crews while they are being 
afforded Instrument flight rules separation In 
positive control airspace. (A-77-9) 

Assure ultrohlvh-frequency guard -trans¬ 
mitting and receiving capability at all control 
positions were air traffic control services are 
provided routinely to military tactical flight*. 

(A-77-10) 

Highway Safety Recommendations .— 
Concern about national efforts in effec¬ 
tive roadway maintenance programs was 
expressed by the Safety Board in issuing 
three safety recommendations on Febru¬ 
ary 15. following investigation of a 
school bus accident which occurred last 
August 6 on State Highway 191 near 
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Neola. Town. The accident Involved n 
Trl-Center Community schoolbus which 
left the roadway, struck and overrode a 
guardrail and concrete bridge parapet, 
fell about 15 feet onto a sloped embank¬ 
ment below the bridge, and landed on Its 
roof. Three children were killed, and the 
driver and 29 children were injured. 

Investigation revealed that the 36- 
foot-long. flared section of single W- 
beom guardrail was mounted directly on 
10-inch-diameter wood posts, which 
were spaced at 12-foot intervals. This 
guardrail provided the bus little. If any. 
protection against exposure to roadside 
hazards at this location. At the time the 
guardrail and bridge parapet/raii were 
installed, no design had been developed 
and tested for a system that would have 
contained and safely redirected the bus. 
The Board states that, by today's stand¬ 
ards. the guardrail would not o!Ter an 
appropriate level of protection even to 
automobiles. The design deficiencies 
were the Inadequate length of the ap¬ 
proach guardrail, the lack of modifica¬ 
tion of the guardrail’s approach end. the 
inappropriately wide post spacing, the 
substandard guardrail support system, 
and the lack of Integration of this guard¬ 
rail with the adjoining bridge parapet/ 
rati system. 

The Board further notes that systems 
without these deficiencies arc currently 
available, yet, on the day after the acci¬ 
dent. the State of Iowa replaced the 
damaged guardrail with one that had 
the same design deficiencies ns the old 
guardrail. In keeping with Highway 
Safety Program Standard Number 12; 
administered by the Federal Highway 
Administration of the U.8. Department 
of Transportation, the replacement 
guardrail should have met current de¬ 
sign practices for W-bcam guardrail, 
and. since there are guardrails of similar 
design In this area, the State of low* 
Department of Transportation should 
have prepared a new guardrail design 
for maintenance purposes before the ac¬ 
cident. according to the Safety BoarcL 
This design should have provided for up¬ 
dating the damaged segment and should 
have insured that the replacement seg¬ 
ment could function as an integral part 
of a future total update of the entire 
guardrail and bridge rail system. Dupli¬ 
cation of a substandard design is not 
considered in the interest of the public 
safety, the Board stated. 

Accordingly, the Safety Board now 
recommends that the Federal Highway 
Administration— 

Examine and report to tha Board on the 
effectiveness of PHWA efforts to esUbllah 
roadway maintenance program* that comply 
with Highway Safety Program Standard 
Number 12. This report should. as a mini¬ 
mum. review: (1) the adequacy of lniorma- 
tlon about poatcraah corrective maintenance 
procedures and device* In the KHWA main¬ 
tenance policy; (2) the availability and Im¬ 
plementation of training programs In. and 
up-to-date standards for. poetcro&h correc¬ 
tive maintenance; and (3) a sample of Oc¬ 
cident* to assess postcra&h maintenance prac¬ 
tices within each FHWA region. (H-77-1> 


Additionally, the Safety Board recom¬ 
mends that the 8tate of Iowa Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation— 

Adhere to the maintenance principles or 
Highway Safety Program Standard Number 
12 and establish procedures that will Insure 
appropriate, cost-efficient, and timely cor¬ 
rective repair of damaged highway safety 
equipment. (H-77-2) 

Incorporate the general principles and 
standards identified In the Handbook of 
Highway Safety Design and Operating Prac¬ 
tices (D5. Department of Transportation. 
Federal Highway Administration, rev. cd. 
(1973)) and the National Cooprratire titgh- 
trey flnecrcA Program Report 118, Location 
Selection and Maintenance of Highway Traf¬ 
fic Barriers I Highway Research Board (1971)) 
Into thoac designs established for corrective 
repair of damaged highway safety equip¬ 
ment. (H-77-3) 

Each of the above aviation and high¬ 
way safety recommendations te desig¬ 
nated "Class U." asking for priority fol¬ 
lowup. 

Response to Aviation Safety Reeom - 
mendations. —Federal Aviation Adminis¬ 
tration letter dated February 7 Is a fur¬ 
ther response to recommendations 
A-76-67 through A-76-70 concerning 
"look-see** provisions at foreign airports. 
(See 41 FR 20747. May 20. 1976 ) 

FAA states, after reviewing the 8ofety 
Board's reply of December 29 (42 FR 
3907. January 21. 1977) to FAA’s Initial 
recommendation response of last July 
30 (41 FR 34125. August 12. 1976>. "We 
do not concur that safety has been Jeop¬ 
ardized specifically because of the exist¬ 
ence and use of the ’look-see' at foreign 
airports. We also do not agree that a 
higher level of safety has been provided 
for supplemental air carriers and com¬ 
mercial operators." 

Due to the nature of their operations, 
FAA comments. U.S. flag air carrier pi¬ 
lots routinely make approaches and 
landings at the same foreign airports, 
allowing more familiarity with the run¬ 
way environment. Also. 14 CFR 121.447 
places a higher standard on route qualifi¬ 
cations for flag air carrier pilots than is 
imposed on supplemental air carriers or 
commercial pilots. 

FAA states, "A pilot conducting a 
‘look-sec' approach as permitted by 14 
CFR 121.651 may not land unless upon 
reaching the authorized minimum de¬ 
scent altitude (MDA) or decision height 
(DH) he finds that actual weather con¬ 
ditions are at least equal to the pre¬ 
scribed minimums. In addition, the oper¬ 
ations specifications state that no person 
may continue an approach below the 
MDA or DH at an airport outside the U.S. 
(regardless of whether the reported 
weather conditions are above or below 
the prescribed minimums) unless: (1) 
The aircraft is in a position from which 
a normal approach to the runway of in¬ 
tended landing can be made; and (2) 
The approach threshold of that runway, 
or approach lights or other marklngB 
Identifiable with the approach end of 
the runway, are clearly visible to the 
pilot." 


FAA agrees that weather reporting 
facilities are improving worldwide, stat¬ 
ing that as countries become more so¬ 
phisticated and gain confidence In their 
weather reporting facilities, they tend to 
pass rules that restrict the "look-sec." 
Examples arc France and the United 
Kingdom. The rules of these countries 
are binding on our flag air carrier pilots. 

FAA states, *'We believe each country 
should establish weather observation 
standards for its own airports that meet 
or exceed ICAO standards and quality 
control of these observations should be 
the responsibility of the particular coun¬ 
try. We. therefore, believe that Federal 
AviAtion Administration evaluation, on 
an Individual airport basis, with specific 
restrictions in the carriers* operations 
specifications Is not the proper vehicle 
to prescribe w’eather minimums at for¬ 
eign airports." 

The FAA letter notes that the intent 
of Air Carrier Operations Bulletin 76-5 
is to discourage pilots from executing an 
approach when the reported weather h 
below minimums. 

FAA concludes that the oj'crating au¬ 
thority for the "look-sec" should be re¬ 
tained for U.8. flag air carriers.

Notice 

The following applications are gov¬ 
erned by Special Rule 247 of the Com¬ 
mission's General Rules of Practice (49 
CFR 4 1100.247). These rules provide, 
among other things, that a protest to the 
granting of an application must be filed 
with the Commission within 30 days after 
the date of notice of filing of the applica¬ 
tion is published In the Federal Register. 
Failure to seasonably to flic a protest will 
be construed as a waiver of opposition 
and particlpation in the proceeding. A 
protest under these rules should com- 
comply with Section 247(d)(3) of the 
rules of practice which requires that it 
set forth specifically the grounds upon 
which it is made, contain a detailed state¬ 
ment of protestant’s interest in the pro¬ 
ceeding (including a copy of the specific 
port ton? of its authority which protestant 
believes to be in conflict with that sought 
in the application, and describing in de¬ 
tail the method—whether by joinder, 
Interline, or other means—by which pro¬ 
testant would use such authority to pro¬ 
vide all or part of the service proposed >, 
and shall specify with particularity the 
facts, matters, and things relied upon, 
but shall not Include issues or allegations 
phrased generally. Protests not in rea¬ 
sonable compliance with the require¬ 
ments of the rules may be rejected. The 
original and one copy of the i>rotest shall 
be filed with the Commission, and a copy 
shall be served concurrently upon appli¬ 
cants representative, or applicant if not 
representative is named. If the protest 
includes a request for oral hearing, such 
requests shall meet the requirements of 
section 247(d)(4) of the special rules, 
and shall include the certification re¬ 
quired therein. 

Section 247(f) further provides, in 
part, that an applicant who does not in¬ 
tend timely to prosecute its application 
shall promptly request dismissal thereof, 
and that failure to prosecute an appli¬ 
cation under procedures ordered by the 
commission will result in dismissal of 
the application. 

Further processing steps will be by 
Commission order which will be served 
on each party of record. Broadening 
amendments will not be accepted after 
the date of this publication except for 
good cause shown, and restricts 
amendments will not be entertained fol¬ 
lowing publication in the Federal Reg¬ 
ister of a notice that the proceeding has 
been assigned for oral hearing .

Background 

Section 208 of the Energy Reorganiza¬ 
tion Act of 1974 <Pub. L. 93-438. 42 U.S.C. 
5848) provides that: 

The Commission shall submit to the 
Congress each quarter a report Muting for 
that period any abnormal occurrences at or 
araorUted with any facility which la liornned 
or o the raise regulated pursuant to the 
Atomic Energy Act of 1964 as amended, or 
purouanl to thU Act. For the purposes of thU 
section, an abnormal occurrence Is an un¬ 
scheduled incident or event which the Com- 
miFsJon determines Is significant from the 
standpoint of public health or safety 
Nothing In the preceding sentence /hall limit 
t.bc authority of a court to review the de¬ 
termination of the Commission Each such 
report shall contain— 

Ml The date and place of each occurrence; 

(2) The nature and probable consequence 
of each occurrence. 

(3) The cause or cause** of each; and 

(4) Any action taken to prevent, reoccur¬ 
rence 

The Commission shall also provide as wide 
dissemination to the public of the informa¬ 
tion specified In clauses (t) and (2) of this 
section as reasonably possible within fifteen 
days of Its receiving information of each 
abnormal occurrence and shall provide aa 
wide dissemination to the public a* reason¬ 
ably possible of the information specified In 
clauses (3) and (4) as soon as such informa¬ 
tion becomes available to It. 

On March 17. 1975, the Commission 
published a notice in the Fxdkxaj. Rec- 
umn •‘Reporting of and Dissemination 


of Information Concerning Abnormal 
Occurrences/’ (40 FR 12166). The notice 
stated that the Commission has un¬ 
der active com.idem lion the formulation 
of proposed amendments to its regula¬ 
tions to facilitate implementation of 
Section 203 of th? Energy Reorganization 
Act of 1974 and that an appropriate 
notice of proposed rulemaking would be 
published In the Federal Register for 
public comment before any amendment 
are adopted. 8|nce implementation in¬ 
volve* tiie conduct of Commission busi¬ 
ness and docs not impose requirement 
on licensee*?. Lhc Commit ion is not pro¬ 
posing amendments to its regulation 
but is instead issuing a general statement 
of policy. 

In July 1975. tn the exercise of the *u 
thority conferred upon It by Congress to 
determine which unscheduled Incident 
or events are significant from the stand¬ 
point of public health or safety and art 
reportable as abnormal occurrences, th 
Commission developed interim criteria 
for evaluating licensee events. On the 
basis of these criteria and as*required by 
Section 208, the Commission has Issued 
five quarterly reports to Congress on ab¬ 
normal occurrences. The five reports arc 
(1) NUREG 75-090. Report to Congrc*. 
on Abnormal Occurrences. January- 
June 1975. dated October 1975: <2 ( 
NUREO 0090-1, Report to Congress on 
Abnormal Occurrences. July-Septembcr 
1975. dated March 1976; (3) NUREO 
0090-2, Rerort to Congress on Abnormal 
Occurrences. October-December 1975. 
dated March 1976; (4) NUREG 0090-3 
Report to Congress on Abnormal Occur¬ 
rences; January-March 1976. dsted July 
1976: and (5> NiTtEG 0090-4. Report to 
Congress on Abnormal Occurrence* 
April-Junt! 1976. dated October 1976 
These reports are available from the Na¬ 
tional Technical Information Sender 
Springfield. Virginia 22161. 

Based on its experience to date in the 
preparation and Issuance of abnormal 
occurrence reports, the Commission ha r 
decided that Ua responsibilities und( r 
Section 208 din be carried out more ef¬ 
fectively if the interim criteria now used 
to identify abnormal ocurrences are fur¬ 
ther refined. Accordingly, the Coramu 
slon is Issuing this genera] statement of 
policy which describes the manner in 
which the Commission will, ns part of 
the routine conduct of Its business, cam 
out Us responsibilities under Section 208 
of the Energy Reorganization Act of 1974 
for identifying abnormal occurrence* 
and making the requisite information 
concerning each such ocurrencc avail¬ 
able to the Congress and the public in 
a timely manner. Included In the pcflicy 
statement arc revised criteria which the 
Commission will use in deferminin; 
whether a particular event is a reportabU 
abnormal occurrence within the mcanim 
of Section 208. It Is expected that as ad- 


»The interim criteria ore net out In an 
Appendix to each report to Congress on ab¬ 
normal oeeurrencea. 
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ditional expcriouce Is gained, further 
changes in the criteria may be required. 

Abnormal Occurrence Criteria 

The criteria contained in the general 
ntement of policy have been developed 
to comply with the legislative intent of 
Section 208—to keep Congress and the 
public Informed of unscheduled incidents 
or events which the Commission con¬ 
siders significant from the standpoint of 
public health or safety. The criteria re¬ 
flect a range of health and safety con¬ 
cerns and are applicable to events in¬ 
volving a single occupational worker as 
well as those having an overall impact 
on the general public. 

The criteria establish a threshold for 
reporting. Occurrences that meet or ex¬ 
ceed the threshold wil be reported as 
abnormal occurrences. The Commission 
has established the reporting threshold 
at a level which w’ill assure that all events 
likely to be of significance from the 
standpoint of public health or safety will 
be reported. At the same time, by plac¬ 
ing the reporting threshold generally 
above the level of events required to be 
reported to the NRC. the Commission 
will not report for Section 208 purposes 
those events reported by licensees which 
involve some variance from regulatory 
limits but w’hich are not significant from 
the standpoint of public health or safety 

Licensee Reports 

This general statement of policy will 
not change the reporting requirements 
imposed on NRC licensees by Commis¬ 
sion regulations, license conditions or 
technical specifications. NRC licensees 
will continue to submit required reports 
on a wide spectrum of events, including 
•>uch events as minor instrument mal¬ 
functions and slight deviations from nor¬ 
mal operating procedures which are 
without significance from the standpoint 
of the public healtli or safety but which 
provide data useful to the Commission in 
monitoring operating trends of nuclear 
power facilities and in comparing lhe 
actual performance of these facilities 
with the potential performance for 
which the facilities were designed In 
accord with present policy, information 
relating to all events reported to the 
NRC will continue to be made available 
to Congress and placed in the NRC Pub¬ 
lic Document Rooms for public perusal. 
Information con also be obtained by 
writing the Nuclear Regulatory Commis¬ 
sion. Public Document Room. Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. 20555. In addition, the Com¬ 
mission will continue to issue news an¬ 
nouncements on events that seem to be 
newsworthy regardless of whether or net 
the events are designated abnormal oc¬ 
currences.

General Statement or Policy on Im¬ 
plementation or Section 208 or the 

Energy Reorganization Act or 1974. 

as Amended 

1. Applicability. Implementation of 
8ectlon 208. Abnormal Occurrences Re¬ 
ports. Involves the conduct of Commis¬ 
sion business and does not impose re¬ 
quirements on licensees. Reports will 
cover certain unscheduled incidents or 
events related to the manufacture, con¬ 
struction. or operation of a facility or 
conduct of an activity subject to the re¬ 
quirements of Parts 30. 40. 50. 70 or 71 
of Chapter 1. Title 10. Code of Federal 
Regulations. 

2. Definition of terms. As used In this 
statement: (a) An abnormal occurrence 
subject to the provisions of Section 208 
of the Energy Reorganization Act of 1974 
means on unscheduled Incident or event 
at or associated with any activity or 
facility which is licensed or otherwise 
regulated pursuant to the Atomic Energy 
Act of 1954. as amended, or pursuant to 
the Energy Reorganization Act of 1974. 
which the Commission determines is sig¬ 
nificant from the standpoint of public 
health or safety. 

3. Abnormal Occurrence criteria. The 
Commission will apply the following cri- 
tria in determining whether an event at 
a facility or involving an activity licensed 
or otherwise regulated by the Commis¬ 
sion Is an abnormal occurrence within 
the purview of Section 208 of the Energy 
Reorganization Act of 1974.

semination of information to the public 
as reasonably possible.* A Federal Reg¬ 
ister Notice will be Issued on each ab¬ 
normal occurrence with copies distrib¬ 
uted to the NRC Public Document Room 
and all local public document rooms 
When additional information is antici¬ 
pated the notice will indicate that the 
information can be obtained at the NRC 
Public Document Room and in all local 
public document rooms.

This report will contain the 
data, place, nature and probable conse¬ 
quence of each abnormal occurrence the 
cause or causes of each abnormal oc¬ 
currence and an action taken to prevent 
recurrence.

Systems of Records 

The purpose of this document is to publish, as required by 5 
U.S.C. 552a(e) (4) and (It), proposed changes to the Postal Service 
list of systems of records, as defined in the Privacy Act of 1974, 
Pub. L. 93-579. The most cuttcm complete list of Postal Service 
Systems of Records was published in the Federal Register on Oc¬ 
tober 14, 1976 (40 FR 45132). In accordance with a provision of the 
Privacy Act Implementation guidelines issued by the Office of 
Management and Budget (40 FR 28961:1), the Postal Service has in¬ 
stituted a regular program of review of its record keeping practices. 
As a result of the first comprehensive review, the Postal Service 
has discovered a system of records which is no longer necessary, 
has identified a series of inaccuracies within previously defined 
systems of records, and finally, has identified six previously unre¬ 
ported systems of records. 

Deletion of System of Records 

The Postal Service has determined to discontinue the operation 
of its pre paid transit pass program m the Boston Post Office. Ac¬ 
cordingly. Postal Service maintenance of system USPS 100.030. Of¬ 
fice Administration—Prc-Paid Pass Program—Massachusetts Bay 
Transit Authority (MBTA). is no longer necessary and relevant to 
the accomplishment of a purpose of the Postal Service. Therefore, 
under 5 U.S.C. 552a<cHl), effective immediately, this system is 
deleted from the list of systems as it appears at 40 FR 45146. This 
document constitutes final notice of this deletion. 

Modifications of Systems of Records 

The Postal Service has also determined it is accessary to make 
certain editorial correctkmt and revisions to various systems of 
records.
